The 
mother of the girl, as it happened, was the 
first to cnter, and she fainted at the sight. 

Licut, Fischer left a letter upon his table 
narrating the incidents of his life until he 
met Miss Saling.~ He told of his love for 
her, the belief that it ‘was reciprocated and 
the utter uselessness of his hoping ever to 
marry ber, owing to heart disease, which he 
had jaberited and which had been increasing 
in its intensity to such a point as to deniand 
his retirement from the army. His phy 
sician, he said further, had warned bim 
against marriage, and now when be saw 
fam, position and bis love lost to him he 
had resolved to end his life at once, and iy

Holiday Givon—Rogular Basinoss W. i 
be Resumed To-Morrow 
Ding! Ding! Dong! 

The teachers have had their summers 
rest; the children have had their gladsome 
vacation, and all are ready for work. At 9 
o'clock this mofning the bells in seven 
educational edifices in this city, whose ton 


gues have not clanged for over sixty days, 
pealed forth their summons and welcome 
nearly 1000 restless andjeager urchins 
and 28 teachers, 

I'he doors of these temples of 
will be opened and the familiar sounds of 
school life will be heard. To-day the 
work of fitting the coming generation to 
take the places of the present will begin in 
earnest, but it will not be under the birch 
rod rule of the old pedagogue ofour fathers 
time. Lastead it will be by the gentle per- 
SUaSiVe power of the school mistress, 
whose similing face is enhanced by a pret- 
ty costume, which makes her bewitching 
in her sovereignty. But oh, what an auto 
crat she js inner way! Sull the gentle 
school mistress the power that moulds, 
changes, welds, enlarges, impresses and 
educatés, and she does her work well. 

To-day the children and youths willtake 
their old places in the s¢ hool room, some, 
of Course, will pass from one grade to 
another, but the routine will be the same. 
Phe magic word “study” will be upper 
most in many minds. The rattle of 
school books, the scratching on the slates 
and the whispering of the little ones 
will begin in earnest to-day, and the pat- 
ient teacher, with the grace born of practice 
will incline her head to catch the voice that 
is breaking the rule, while wicked hil 
Jones, from the opposite side of the study 
room will deftly shoot the putty ball iato 
the listener's starboard ear. 

Tis the same old school life, study inter- 
spersed with a bit of sly mischief, and who 
would wish it otherwise? Perhaps the 
patient mistress does, but itis doubtful if 
she even would not tire of the monotony of 
her hum drum existence, were it not fer 
the sly pranks of her youny charges. 

Inspector Johnson was present at the 
Central school and complimented the 
teachers and the pupils on their bright 
appearance and after alloting them their 
Seats gave permission for their dismissal 
for the day. 

Huyh Walker, chairman of the finance 
committee; Thos, cGinnis, chairman ot 
the school management and Wim. John 
son} ex-chairman of the board, visited the 
hi-h school. Mr. lohnson congratulated 
Mr, Christie on his recent marrage and 
expressed ,he wish that Dr, Wright would 
go and do likewise. 

School Inspector Johnson compi'ed the 
following public school statistics for the 
OnTARIO: Numberof pupils all ages enter- 
ed on tle register of the public schools of 
the city of elleville, 934 boys and 837 
yvirls 1761. Average attendance for the 
year 1870. Twenty three teachers are 
employed in the public schools; eighteen 
of these have attended the Normal school, 
20hold second class certificates and J 
third class. The schools here open for 
the whole year of 212 days, There are 
six brickschool houses. Three hundred 
andninety-male pupils between the ages 
of 7 and 18 inclusive did not attend 100 
days as required by law. 
There are 486 pupils in part 1 ; 851 pupils 
in part 2 ; 358 pupils in second book ; Sot 
in third book ; 210 pupils in fourth book, 
One hundred and twenty-one attended less 
than 2U days ; 197 attended between 20 
and 50 days ; S44 attended between 51 and 
100 days ; 363 attended between 101 and 
150%days ; 685 attended between 151 and 
200 days ; 64 attended between 201 and 
212 days. ‘here are 79 maps in the 
school, 40 blackboards and 10 globes, 
There are 1771 pupils in writing, 1771 _ in 
arithmetic, 1771 ~=in’ drawing, 933 
in geography, 1685 in i 
1079 in grammar, and composition, 
200 in Eng. history, 576 in Canadian his- 
tory,676 in hygieneand temperance,1695 in 
drill and calisthenics. The average salary 
paid male teachers is $650, female, $363.16. 
There are employed 4 malé teachers and 
19 females,

CRASHED INTO AN ICEBERG. 


The Vancouver's Narrow Kecape—A Rough 
Voyngo—Toronty Passengers, 

Rumouskt, Sept. 1. 
Vancouver, which arrived 
morning after an exceedingly stormy and 
oxciting voyage with nearly %0 passengers 
aboard, many of whom belong to Toronto 
and other parte of Ontario, had a dangerous 
and thrilling *oncounter with an ioobery 
Friday morning. 

It was about 10 o'clock, adonse fog had 
sot in and the speed had been reduced to a 
dead slow, Asharp outlook was kept from 
the bow, as well as by two offloors, one being 
the captain, on the bridge, All at once what 

Was thought to be adonse fog bank was ob- 
served about throe lengths of the vossel 
nhead, butina moment moroit was dis- 
covered to bo a huge loeberg, extending to 
4 great distande on eithor side of the course 
of the sbip, and a collision was inevitable. 
The order was instautly .telographed to 
the onginoors; tq reverso the engines, 
but too Iate to diminish the speed to any vory 
noticeable extent, though the command was 
promptly executed, By this time the passon- 
gor on deck faw the situation and the 
consternation Waa indevcribable. Women 
screamed and fainted and the wildest confu- 
élon prevailed during tho fow anxious mo- 
mounts before the crash camo. 

Not more than two minutes at most 
elapsed from the moment the order was 
givon to reverse the engines before the Van- 
couvor struck the huge icoborg with a crash 
ond trombling @hat sent a thrill of borror to 
tho bravost heart, Notwithstanding tho ro- 
duced speed of the vessel the collision was 
soompbatic as to cause thowe in the body of 
the ship to think that sho had struck on a 
rock, and passengers, stewards, sailors, otc, 
rusbed on deck from every quarter like rab- 
bits out of a warren, and the scene was a 
most animated one indeed. Tho officers 
stood to thelr posts and gave thelr commands 
with a promptoess and firmness that did thom 
infinite credit, and the bow was under exam- 
ination almost as soon as the vessel left the 
indontation made in tho side of the iceberg. 
When the word went forth that no serious 
injury had been done to the ship the excite 
ment abated, and those whose lives were so 
terribly imperilled a few moments beforo 
agnin breathed freely, Captain Lindall said 
this was one of the largest icebergs he bad 
ever met with, Estimates of its length 
vary from one mile to a milo aud a half, aud 
it towered high above the main deck of the 
vessel. Groat quantities of ice fell from tho 
berg from the force of the crash, dashing thy 
spray in every direction, 

Thero were 201) cabin, 142 intermediate and 
133 steerage passengers on board the Van- 
couver at the time.

thing must be left undone at home which 
you feel ought to be done. Let the greater 
advantage have precedence over the

the Republican senators the great advantages 
to be gained by removing all restrictions to 
traile between the two countries. 

In tho Senate this morning Mr, Sherman 
gave notice of an amendment which he pro- 
poses to offer to the tariff bill, looking 
toward reciprocity with the Dominion of 
Canada and toward extending trade re- 
lations between Canada and the United 
States 


They Found Him Apt, 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1,—Attorney-General 
Longley of NovaScotia and Erastus Wiman 
of Now York are in the city—the guests of 
Mr, Hitt, chairman of the House Committee 
on Foreign Relations. They have impressed 
upon leading senators and representatives 
thelr views in favor of reciprocity with 
Canada, and were for7unate to find Senator 
Sherman so heartily in sympathy with them 
that he this morning intreduced in the 
Senate resolutions looking toward reciprocity 
with Canada, and by attaching them tothe , 
reciprocal amendments of the tariff make | 
almost certain thelr adoption. There is a 
general sontiment now favorable to a fair 
measure of reciprocity with the British 
possessions in North America. 

The text of Senator Sherman's resolution 
ia ns follows: 

That whenever it shall be certiflod to the 
President of the United States that the 
Government of the Dominion of Canada shall 
by law or rogulation admit free of duty into 
all its ports coal mined in the United — 
States, he shall make proclamation of the 
fact, ond thereafter, while such law or regu- 
lation is In force, coal mined in the Domin- 
ion of Canada shall be admitted freo of duty 
into all the ports of the United States, and 
whenever it shall be duly certified to the 
President of the United States that the Gov- 
ernment of the Dominion of Canada has de 
clared a desire to enter into such commercial 
arrangements with the United States as will 
result in the complete or partial removal of 
luties upon trade between Canada and the 
United States, he shall appoint threo 
commissioners to meet those who 
may be designated to represent the 
Government of Canada, to consider 
the best method of extending tho trade rela 
tions between Canada and the United States 
and to ascertain on what terms greater free 
dom of intercourse between the two coun- 
tries can Lost be secured, and said commis- 
sioners shall report to the President, who 
shall lay the report before Congress, and the 
necessary expenses of the commissloners 
appointed by the President, focluding their 
compensation at the rate of $10 aday each | 
for the time necessarily omployed in said | 
duty, eball be paid out of the appropriation 
for the collection of the customs revenuo,

BETRAYED BY HIS LOVE. 


BANK ROBBER KIMBALL IN THE TOILS 
AT NEW YORK, 


Met on the Pier by Dotectives—The stolen 
Bonds, Amounting to $453,500, Vound 
in the ox-Paying Toller's Olethos— 
Wanted in Worcester, Mase, 

New Yor, Sept. 2.—Within few min- 
ates after tho big French lino steampr La’ 
Bretagne had been moored alsnabil hor 
pier on the North River yesterday Dotectivo 
Horgeaut Rogers had placed under arrgst ono 
of ber passongors, Frederick Kimball, the ex- 
paying toller of tho People’s Savings Hank of 
Worcester, Masi Kimball absconded on 
April 2 with $43,000 worth of the bank's 
bonds and $5000 in cash. A stately and 
handsome French brunet, Estelle La Bon, 
was reported as bis companion in hig fight 

Kimball went to Europe and the police 
have beon watching his movements Slosoly 
ever since. Helis a tall man with pbeatly 
trimmed whiskers and about 45 yoars old. 
He has a wife and 4wo children in Worgestor, 
whore his home was a bappy one, ft ip said, 
until about a year ago, when he became in- 
fatunted with the Lo Bon woman, who is a 
French-Canadian and locally well known. 
The pair grow deeply in love and fnally 
Kimball took advantage of bis position to 
steal a large share of the bank's secaritics 
and run away. 

Tho couple took a steamer beré for Ruropo, 
and spent several months in making ® tour 
on the Continent, In this way nearly all of 
Kimball's ready money was spent, and finally 
in Paris thoy quarreled and the woman loft 
him and returned to America, She went to 
Boston first, and there Detectives Hayter and 
Shaw of Worcester located her. They fol- 
lowed her to this city and called on Inspector 
Byrnes, who aided them with information 
from Europe and detailed Detective Rogers 
to assist them. 

The woman was watched by the three mon, 
who haunted the uptown flat where she had 
taken up her residence. Finally tho detectives 
intercepted some of her letters to Kimball, 
which led them to believe that their differ- 
euces bad been healed and that Kimball was 
coming to America to join ber. Then they 
redoubled their vigilance, 

The three detectives followed thé woman 
to the French line plier yesterday and await- 
ed developments with interest, As the pas 
sengors camo ashore from the steamer sle 
was soon to dart towards one of them, a tall 
well-dressed man in a dark sult, who wore 4 
soft felt hat, and with little fominine shrieks 
of joy sbe cried as she did so: 

“Itishe! It is Fred!” 

The woman was quietly led to one sido, 
while Rogers slipped a pair of handcuffs. on 
Kimball's wrists, and then the entire party 
went to police headquarters in carriages, 

The woman was nearly insane with grief 
over the thought that by her action she bad 
betrayed her lover into the hands of the 
police. They were taken before Inspector 
Byrnes separately. Kimball seemed oyer- 
como by surprise at his arrest and was deep- 
ly affected, but had very little to say. His 
clothing was searched, and stitched in the 
lining of his undershirt, about bis waist, 
were the $43,500 worth of stolen bonds in- 
tact. He had very little ready money, 

The Le Bon woman shook her jetty bangs 
and burst intoa fresh flood of tears as she 
talked tothe inspector, She was plainly 
but richly dressed. She spoke a jargon of 
bad French and poor English in her excite 
ment, and said in substance that she loved 
Kimball better than any person sbe had ever 
moet, that he loved her and his wife did not 
love him. She was heartbroken to think she 
had beon the means of leading the police to 
him. She was released. 


TO AVENGE A FATHER'S DEATH. 


SEPT 8 ! Senorita Barrundia Tries to Shoot United 


States Minister Misner, 

City oF GUATEMALA, Sept. 2.— A daughter 
of Gen. Martin Barrundia, who was shot to 
deatb in the cabin of the Pacific Mail steam- 
ship Acapulco last week, attempted to shoot 
United States Minister Mizner yesterday. 
Mr. Mizner was at his desk translating the 
guarantee given to him by this government 


that Barrundia’s life would be spared in case 
he surrendered, when the young woman 
came into the office, As the minister looked 
up from his work she was standing within 
four feot of him with a revolver in her hand, 
She saluted him, saying, ‘Are you the 
American minister” 

Mr. Mizner replied, “I am. 
any service to you?” 

With flashing eyes she accused him of hav- 
ing been directly the cause of her father’s 
death and announced that she meant to kill 
bim, Mr, Mizner took the matter coolly and 
tried to reason with the girl, who was ap- 
parently almost crazed with excitement, and 
in the most tragic manner poured on him the 
bitterest invective of which the Spanish lan- 
guage is capable. At last she pulled the 
trigger of the pistoL Mr. Mizoer had taken 
up 4 heavy law book, which he, with appar- 
ent carelessness, held between himself and 
the girl, and the bullet which was meant for 
his heart was caught in the leaves of tho 
book, The souni of the shot attracted 
uttention, and before a second shot 
could be fired assistance arrived and the 
pistol was taken from the young woman, 
Throughout the entire oxciting futerview 
Mr, Mizner maintained the utmost coolness, 
which unquestionably saved his life, 

Policemen were called in and the young 
woman was arrested, She proved to be 
Christina Barrundia, a daughter of the 
murdered general, As soon a8 President | 
Barillas beard of the occurrence he sent hiv 
respects and offered the power of his govorn- 
ment to protect the American legation, Mr, 
Mizner, however, declined the offer, and 
will not prosecute the lady and iusists that 
no furthor notice shall be taken of the affair, 
Itis generally believed that Barrundia would 
bave been in no danger of death had ho not re- 
sisted arrest,

i Forty-seven organizations. were represent 
ed at the Montreal session, and of those 
four failed to pay cithor assessments and five 
paid the first assessment only. Eighteen 
bo lies not represented at the last session pald 
per capita, only one of which failed to pay 
the second instalment. The total number of 
organizations, therefore, contributing to the 
income of the Congress was sixty-one, in my 
opinion a gratifying increase in one year. 

In covncetion with the publishing of our 
annual report, I recommend that hereafter 
the detailed statement of receiptsand ex: 
penditure be not printed therein, but thata 
recapitulation be inserted instead. I mak« 
this suggestion for the reason that our pro- 
ceedings go into the hands of those who 
have no right to be informed in regard to out 
membersbip, or from what source we draw 
our revenue, The statement could be printed 
in sheot form and forwarded to those who 
are entitled to it. 

Thoreport of the Exeoutive Committes re 
viewed the progress of the cause of organ: 
ized labor at length, especially with refer 
ence to logislation. Among other things thi 
report said; 

The only genoral meeting of your. commit 
tee during tho year was held in Ottawa Feb 
15. The committee waited on the Mintisten 
of Justice, Marine, Inland Revenue, Custom 
anid laid before them various matters pertain 
ing to their respective departments affecting 
the interests of the wage-earners of the Do 
minion. It was decided to instruct Mr 
Care. ‘o remain in Ottawa and represent thi 
interests of the congress during the session, 
The following is Mr. Carey's report: 

Early in the session a meeting of your exe 
eutive was held at the Capital, and immedi 
ately after I placed myself in communicatior 
with niembers of parliament, and solicitec 
their support for measures that had or wert 
likely to be introduced during that session ir 
| the interests of labor, I am glad to say suct 
' support was, in most instances, cheerfully 
protnised. Several bills were introduce¢ 
during the session by private members, ant 
whieh, had they become law, would hav 
been very beneficial to the working classes 
| In every instance I sought to secure copies of 

these as soon after their introductioy 
as possible, and when successful 
| at once forwarded copies to the secretaries o 
| the several labor organizations throughou 
the country. When I could not get thes » 
| copies I forwarded tho titles of measures in 


troduced, so as to give an idea of the 
character of the bills pending. When send 
ing such bills or titles of bills I invariably } 
requested that they be laid before the organi 
zations for consideration and if approved o 
to pass resolutions and forward them to the 
respective members of parliament for thi 
constituencies in which the bodies wer 
located, I was not disappointed, for int 
short time after these resolutions began te 
pour in all from all parts of the country 
praying for the passage into law of those 
measures, I am pleased in being able té 
gtate that these resolutions had a beveficia 
offect upon some at least of the members 0! 
the House, as apparently up to that time 
some of them were not aware of the existenc 
oven of a labor organization in the constitu 
wncies they reprosonted, 


Hon. Sir John Thompson, Minister o 
Juatice, introduced (according to promise of 
tho provious session) an amondment to the 
Crim{nal Law Amondment Act, with the 
object of providing better legal protectior 
for the members of labor organizations, anc 
which amendment was in the words follow 


ing: 

“2. No prosecution shall be maintainable 
against any momber of a trade combinatior 
for conspiracy to do any act or cause any ac 
to bo done, or to negbet, or refuse, or omit 
to do any act, of to cause or procure the pe 
gleet, refusal or omission te do any act, un 
lows such act, or such neglect, rofusal or 
omission, as the case may be, is an offonce 
punishable by law.” 

On the request of your commitioo th 
honorable gevtioman promoting the Bill sub 
stituted the word * statute,” instead of the 
word “ law,’ as the last word of the section 
just quoted 

Mr, Taylor introduced a Bill entitlod, ‘Ar 
Act to prohibit the importation and migra 
tion of foreignors and allons under contract 
or agreement to perform labor in Canada.’

At the request and on the suggestion of 
your Executive Committee, wMo wore ac- 
companied by Bro, George Warren of the 
Cigarmakers’ Union of Montreal, Hon. Mr. 
Costigan introduced and had passed into law 
an act providing for the destruction of cigar 
boxes when empty. This very necessary and 
just measure protects, to a great extent, 
both the members of the cigarmakers’ unions 
and the public generally against the packing 
of inferior cigars in the boxes which had 
previously contained only first-class cigars. 

Your committee also interviewed Hon. Mr. 
Carling, Minister of Agriculture and Immi- 
gration, and warmly protested against the 
granting of assisted passages to immigrants 
from abroad, be they adults or children, 

The following report is presented by the 
Legislative Committee of the Province of 
Ontario: 

We find that since 14572, when organized - 
Jabdr in Ontario—in fact in Canado—first 
began to figure as a factor in the domain of 
sractical politics, of tho mauy acts or the 
Faeuitarare of this province passed into law 
since that date, no less than 39 or 40 of them 
have been of more or less direct interest and 
importance to the wage-arners of the Pro 
vince, 

In so far as the legislation of the session of 
1890 is specially concerned, your committed 
desire to bear testimony to the unvarying .

While this is true, boweyer, yet very > 
rouch remains tq be done, first in seeking 
that legislation affecting the workinz classe? 
should, as nearly as purely local circumstances 
will permit, be alike in all the provinces of 
the Dominion; and, secondly. in agitating in 
the direction of securing such further legis 
lation as, while not to the detriment of the 
general interests of the country, will still 
further improve the conditions surrounding : . 
and governing the toilers of the Dominion. 

Wo desire also to draw attention to the 
act that steps should be taken, eitber by the 
Congress itself or by provincial or local labor 
organizations, to provide funds with which 
to carry into court, when deemed expedient 
or necessary, and prosecute to judgment 
such enfractions of oxisting laws as occur, 
as well as appealing to higher courte 
in cases Where it appears that justice

“the souvenirs of those hard times’ which 
were forced upon the people of Canada, 
and facctuously reminds them that one 
particular souvenir the Grit party has is 
exclusion from office. 

We quote the Intelligencers caption, 
andintend to use it inthe full sense it 
implies. We shall, too, employ only local 
facts for illustration. Whenthe Liberals 

-controlied the treasury, and “Cartwright's 
obstinacy” was the “fly on the wheel” 
that retarded our national progress, Belle~ 
ville made rapid strides in material pros- 
petrity. Dhe humof industry was heard 
on every hand, and the population increas. 
ed rapidly, here wereno tenantless houses, 
and landowners were constantly erecting 
new buildings to satisfy the demand for 
accommodation. The town becamea city 
of some 12,000 inhabitants, the incorpor- 
ation ceremonies marking a_ particular 
date inthe history of the place, Could 
any attempt be made now, aftera decade 
of theN. P. ‘‘beneficency,” to imitate the 
magnificent display of industries that was 
given in the trade procession on that oc- 
casion? The Intelligencerdare not say 
so. Then we had three or four foundries 
in full blast, the brawny workmen issuing 
forth from theirshops with cheerful steps, 
and the proprietors contented with the 
profits a reasonable tariff secured forthem. 
An axe factory—one of the largest and 
best in Canada, gave constant and well 
remunerated employment to a large num- 
ber of men, and also gaye Belleville a rep- 
utation in remote parts of the country 
The “tall chimnies’” or pipes of halfa 
dozen well-equipped and valuable saw 
mills then belched forth smoke and steam 
from early dawn to the close of day. 
Hundreds of men and boys found employ- 
ment in those mills, and helped to fill our 
houses and consume our produce. 
farmers sold their wheat for $1.10 and 
$1.20 per bushel, their barley at 80 cents 
and even $La bushel, and other products 
at proportionate rates. Land was valuable 
because its cultivation was highly re- 
munerative. These are facts that challenge 
contradiction. 

Now let us see what the N. P. souvenirs 
are,in a localsense. The four foundries 
haye been reduced to one, there being two 
at present. The axe factory has disap- 
peared and with it all the men who earned 
good wages and spent their money in the 
city. The saw mills with one exception, 
are rotting away, their tall chimnies fall- 
ing a prey tothe elements, All over the 
city there are tenantless houses and signs 
“to let” and very few new buildings are 
being erected. Real estate has deprecia- 
ted in value until much of it is no longer 
considered worth the taxes levided, and is 
advertised for sale in the cloumns ofthe 
Intelligencer, More than thousand 
people have moved from the city to find 
employment elsewhere. These, too. are 
facts that challenge contradiction. 

This decadence is not due to any fault 
in the location or attractions of our city

then beiny formed here. There were Capt, 
Bonters, Capt Donald McKenzie Captains 
Bleecker, McLellan and Fraser all of 
which were formed after the Belleville 
Rifles. On the 20th of February 1888 we 
were ordered to Kingston. A _ dispatch 
came to Major Thos Parker at 11 o'clock 
a.m. Teams wese at once pressed into 
service and our company left Belleville at 
2:30 p. m. same day arriving at Kingston 
about 9 p. m. We were billited out at sev- 
eral hotels. After breakfast next a. m. we 
were by bugle call ordered to fall in and 
we mustered on Princess street 
opposite the Lampton House Hotel 
marcheddown to the Barracks square, there 
to be inspected by the Col., Sir Richard 
Bonnycastle. After which we were sent off 
to Gananoque to meet an expected attack 
from Gen. Van Rensselaer and the no 
torious Bill Johnston, who had come over 
witha considerable force from French 
Creek, now Clayton,and taken possession 
of Hickory Island, one of the islands on 
the river St. Lawrencenear Gananoque. 
The attack was to have been made on the 
night of the 2lst of Feb. and if successful, 
would have raided the store house and 
mills of McDonald, where they knewa 
large quantity of pork and flour was stor- 
ed, sad after securing this, march thence 
on Kingston, via the Pittsburg road. 
But as the Belleville Rifle Company came 
nto that village on that evening 
of the 21st and took possession of Pal- 
mentors hotel as their quarters, We were 
soon followed by Capt Jackson’s volunteer 
artillery company with their field guns 
from Kingston Next came a detachment 
of the Ist Frontenac troop of cayalry under 
the command of Cornet Allen McLean. 
In addition were two companies of Leeds 
militia, a few volunteers of professional 
gentlemen from Brockville and a few 
Mohawk Indians. A force, however small, 
was sufficient to alter their intended move- 
ments for during the night of the 21st, as 
we laid on our arms awaiting their attack 
Van Renselaer had sent over spies to the 
village and learned our intended attack 
upon them at daylight next a. m. of the 
2nd. The attack upon the invaders 
would have been made by our little force 
the same night had it not been for the un- 
safe condition of the ice on the river. 
However we were,shortly after daylight on 
the morning of the 22nd,formed on the ice 
to march out to dislodge those “Patriots” 
as they called themselves, when we found 
they had “retreated” back into French 
Creek during the night in such haste as to 
leave their7 sentinels placed on the several 
points of the island. These} with a consid- 
erable quantity of ammunition in barrels 
were sent to Fort Henry at Kingston. Thus 
leaving Gananoque safely in charge of the 
Leeds Militiathe Belleville Rifles and our 
Mohawk Indians, Capt Jackson’s com- 
pany hastily returned to Kingston to 
join in the defence of that town. 
That winter was a very severe one and we 
were not provided with the comforts that 
eur volunteers lave now days. Our 
sufferings were great from the intense 
cold weather, and in our journey from 
Belleville to Kingston we had neither 
robe, rug nor blanket to protect ourselves 
from the cold wind which we felt, particu- 
larly from Kingston to Gananoque. We 
had neither a knapsack nor ha versack to 
carry a lunch, to say nothing of water- 
proof rugs, or warm blankets. We had 
our Own overcoats over our uniform, green 
cloth, but all this we paid for out of our 
own pockets. that together with our 
black rifle belts and accutrements, for 
there was nothing of this kind in the 
military stores at Kingston, Now, the 
remaining few, and only a_ few of 
these loyal men are now living, 
whilst 62 years have passed without our 
services being recognized in any official 
way. Not even the empty thanks of 
parlament has ever been moved by any 
member, either in the local or Do- 
minion parliament, Why is this? Why 
should those loyal men of 1887 88 who 
risked their lives in defence of our country 
be slighted as they are? They cheerfully 
did their duty when called upon by the 
Lieut. Governor's proclamation, They ) 
rallied at all points, where ordered to de- 
fend their country, for at that time there 
were no imperial troops let in Upper 
Canada which was left alone to the militia 
and they did defend it ata time of great 
danger. Whatever cause there might 
have been to bring about general 
insurrection at that period 
was no business of ours. We were simply 
called upon as loyal subjects to do our 
duty, in defence of our country and we did 
so. Any hesitation then would have 
meant disaffection, what was done, was: 
done quickly and cheerfully. 

I cannot agree with you, that those old 
volunteers should petition, to seek redress 
from the Home Government. It is here we 
served under the Provicial Government of 
Upper Canada. From this Company in 
which I served,out of 5 officers, 8 non-com 
mission officersand 46 men and 1 buyler, 
there are only three Of those alive 
others and myself. 1 still have confidence 
thatthe Dominion Government will not 
forge t us.

EIGHT HOUR MEN VICTORIOUS. 


The Principle Endorsed by the Trades 
Congress at Liverpool, 


LIVEPROOL, Sept. 5,—Tho trades unions 
congress yesterday voted in favor of having 
the working day of eight hours made compul- 
sory by parliament. Mr. Abraham,member of 
parliament, said if the preseat parliament 
would not make the adoption of the eight- 
hour system compulsory, the workingmen, 
by the uso of the franchise, could geta 
House that would give them what they 
Wanted, 

Charles Fenwick, also a member of parlia- 
ment, urged that to make the eight-hour day 
compulsory would be an economic error and 

! be warned the congress that such a measure 
| would prove oppressive to the warkingmen 


and injurious to trade and would sap the 
strength of the trades unions, 

Mr. Tillett ridiculed the notion that alegal 
day of eight hours would weaken the unions. 
On the contrary, it would strengthen the 
position of the laborer and consolidated 
works. 

Mr. Burns held that Parliament must be 
used to obtain the eight-hour day. In several 
parts of the country after the men had ob- 

| tained the adoption of the eight-hour plan 
the capitalist forces had driven them back 
again to the twolve-bour system. The lost

lowed by prolonged cheering.

TWENTY THOUSAND HOMELESS PEO- 
PLE AT SALONICA 


The Public Buildings and 18,000 Houses 
Destroyed by Flames—A Turbulent 
Boulangist Mocting—An Editor Kaock- 
ed Down and Kicked, 


Lonpon, Sept. &S—A nolsy Boulangist 

meeting was held in Paris last night. The 
meoting protested against the revelations 
concerning Geo. Boulanger and passed a 
resolution affirming their adberonce to the 
program of the party for the revision of the 
constitution. M. Casteline, ono of the speak- 
ers, made a violont attack on M. Mermeix, 
editor of The Cocarde (Boulangist organ) 
and the author of the revelations, who upon 
arising to roply was greoted with hisses and 
groans and compelled to abandon the 
attempt. Ho loft the mooting and was sub- 
sequently kuocked down and kicked. One of 
the Boulangists also spat in his face, Several 
duels aro expected to occur as the result of 
tho mooting. 

The fires which broke out almost simul- 
tanoously in four different parts of Salonica 
yesterday and which destroyed 12,000 hquses 
and most of the public buildings have been 
extinguished. Twenty thousand persons are 
homeless, 

The rise in the Elbe has flooded the royal 
castle at Pillnibs and the court has been 
transferred to Strehlex. 

As the train with Senor Canos del Castro, 
the Spanish Prime Minister, and his wife 
today left Vittoria a jeoring and hooting 
mob made a rush for the premier's car and 
smashed in the windows of his compartment 
with stones.

GILBERT WINS HIS CASE, 


Interesting Revelations 
Comic Opera Profits, 
Lonpon, Sept. 5.—Gilberthas scored in 

bis lawsuit against D'Oyly Carte and Sul- 
livan. London is astounded at the revela- 
tions in court of the enormous profits made 
by these threemen. During the Inst eleven 
years from their comic operas they have, at 
lowest estimate, cleared $500,000 each, Gil- 
bert is kicking because he has not 
received more of the $300,000 divided 
between them from the profits of Ameri- 
can copyrights When the agreement 
was made between the two in February, 1883, 
D'Oyly Carte agreed to pay Gilbert and Sul- 
livan each one-third of the net profits after 
deducting $20,000 a year for the rent of the 
theatre, also al! taxes and expenses incident- 
al to the performances. It was also agreed 
that accounts should be settled every three 
months. 

This part of the agreement, Gilbert 
claimed, Carte bas not lived upto, He had 
fallen behind in his accounts and had been 
using the money which he should have 
divided between his partners in building a 
new West End theatre. D’Oyly Carte also 
proposed to put money in Sullivan’s attempts 
at grand opera, but would have no use for 
Gilbert's comical librettos; consequently, 
after ‘The Gondoliers” was produced, Gil- 
bert began to call for a settlement of ac- 
counts. When Carte was disposed to dilly- 
dally he went to law and asked to have a 
receiver appointed, This Carte opposed 
vigorously. 

Sullivan, who was made a defendant in 
tho case with Carte, explained in tho court 
that he deprecated being mixed up in the 
quarrel, but opposed the appointment of a 
receiver. Gilbert said he did not care about 
a receiver if Carte would only sattle ac- 
counts and give bim bis money. The court 
ordered this to be done. Carte must pay 
Gilbert $5000 instanter and settle accounts 
withia three weeks, 


THE CREW OF THE SLIGO, 


They Were Induced to Desert—An Inter. 
national Question Involved, 

CHICAGO, Sept, 5.—An international ques- 

tion of some importance is involved in 4 
difficulty betweon the captain of the Canadian 
schooner Sligoand the officials of the Sea- 
men’s union. Sunday evening the Sligo 
arrived at Chicago with a non-uoion shipping 
crew of ld men. These seamen were soon by 
a sailor committees from the union, and the 
results are that the crew will not continue in 
the service of Capt. Kerwin of tho Sligo, 
although he claims to bave explicit shipping 
articles with all of them. Tho captain 
charges that the union has loterfered 
with the rights of Canadian seanlen, 
and bas made formal complaint to 
James Hayes, the British consul bere. The 
lattor was unwilling to express bis views re 
Karding the question, but it Was the under- 
standing that be would make an effort to 
have the rontter clearly and officially defined 
and brought to a settlement, 

President C. J. Elderkin of the Seamon's 
Union said: ** Thess non-union men aboard 
tho Sligo were working for $20 a month 
while the boat with its American charter 
carried American froight toand from Ameri- 
can porta The men in the union get 820 
day or three times the amount pald to these 
Canadians. When the vessel came bore the 
Vessel camo up in the city, and, finding the 
superior advantages of the unlon both aa 
regaris wages and fraternal benefits, some 
of them joined our union at once, and all 
voluntarily declined to return to their work 
at the low wages thoy were receiving. All

But not so well does Darius the king sloop. 
He loves Daniel, and hates this siratagem 
by which he bas beon coudemmned, All nigbt 
long the king walks the floor, He cannot 
sleep, At the least sound be starts and his 
flesh creeps with borror, He is impatient 
for the dawning of the morning.

that while God will defend His people the way 
of Lhe ungodly shall perish. 

Learn first from that subject that the 
greatest c.ime that you can commit in the 
eyes of any is the crime of success. What 
had Daniel done that he should be flung to 
the lions? He got to be prime minister, 
!hey could not forgive bim for that, and be- 
hold in that a touch of unsanctified human 
stature as seen in all ages of the world, So 
ong as you are pinched in poverty, so long 
is you are runpving the gauntlet between 
andiord ard tax-gatberer, so long as you 
fund it hard work to elucate your children, 
.bere are people who will say, ‘Poor man, 
1 om sorry for him; he ought tosucceed, poor 
man!’ 

But after a little while the tide turns in 
your faver, That was a profitable invest- 
ment you made, You bought at just the 
right time. . Fortune becomes good-bum- 
ored and smiles upon you. Now you are 
being in some department successful, your 
sticosss chills someone, Those men whe 
ual to sympathize with you stand along 
the streets, aud they scowlat you from un- 
der the rim of their hats. You catch a word 
or (Wo as you pass them, “Stuck up,” says 
one. “Got it dishonestly,” says another, 
“Will burst soon,” says a third. Every 
stone in your new house is laid on their 
hearts, Your horses’ hoofs went over their 
nerves, 

Every item of your success bas been to 
them an item of discomtiture and despair, 
Just as soon as in any respect you rise above 
ycur fellows, if you ure more virtuous if 
rou are more wise, if you are more in- 
uential, you cast a shadow on the pros- 
pect of othera The road of honor aud suc- 
vessis withia reach of the enemy's guns 
Jcalousy says: “Stay down, or Vil knock 
you down,” “I don’t like you,” says the 
soowilake tothe suowbird, **Why don't you 
like mef'' says the snowbird. ‘Oh,” says the 
snow flake, “you are going up and Tam com- 
ing down.” Young imerchanta, young law- 
yers, young mecha es, YounY ariists, young 
farmers, at certain tines there were those to 
>yoipathise with you, bat now that you are 
Lecoming master of your particular occupa- 
tin or profession, how ix it now, young law- 
yers, young doctors, young artists, young 
fariners—how Isitnow! The yreatest crime 
that you cen commit is the crime of suc COR, 

Again: My subject iipresses ine with the 
value of decision of character in any depart. 
ment. Daniel knew that if ie continued bis

religion never robbed a man of 4 
dollar, Others things belong equal, a masou 
will build a bettor wall, a cabinot-maker will 
make a better chair, a plumber will make a 
better pipe, a lawyer will make o better plea, 
a werchant will sell a botter till of goods, 

I say othor things being equal, Of course 
when religion gives a man a now heart, it 
does not propose to give him a now head, or 
to intellectualize him, or to change a man's 
condition when bis ordinary state is an over 
throw of the philosophical theory that as 
total vacuum is impossible; dut the more 
letters you have to write, the more burdens 
you have tocarry, the more miles you have 
o travel, the more burdens you have to left 
the more engagements you have to meot, the 
more disputes you have to settle, the more 
opportunity you bave of being a Christian. 

If you have a thousand irons in the fire, 
you havea thousand more opportunities of 
serving God than if you had only one fron 
in the fire, Who so busy os Christ? And 
yet who a millionth partas holy? The busi- 
est mon the best men, All the persons convert- 
ed in scripture were busy at the time of their 
being converted. Matthow attending to his 
custom-house duties; the prodigal son feed. 
ing swine, Lydia selling purple; Simon Peter 
hauling in his not from the sea; Saul spur- 
ring his horse towards Damascus, going down 
on his law business, Busy! busy! Daniol 
with all the affairs of state weighing down 
his soul and yet three times a day worship- 
ping the God of heaven, 

Again: [learn from this subject thata 
man may take religion into his politics, 
Daniel had all the atfairs of state on hand, 
yet aChristian, He could not have kept his 
elevated position unless he had been 
thorough politician; and yet all the thrust of 
officials and all the danger of disgrace did not 
make him yicld one iota of his high-toned 
religious principle, He stood before all ages 
a speciinen of a Christian politician. 

So there bave been in our day and in the 
days of our fathers men as eminent in the 
service of God as they have been eminent in 
the service of the State. Such was Benjamin 
F. Butler, attorney-general of New York in 
the time of your fathers, Men faithful 
to the state, at the same time faithful to 
God, 

It is absurd to expect that men who have 
been inimersed in political wickedness for 
thirty or forty years shallcome to reformu 
tion; and our bopeis in the young men whe 
are coming up, that they have patriotic 
principle and Christian principle side by side 
when they come tothe ballot box and cast 
their first vote. and that they swear allegi- 
ance to the government of the country, 

But because there are bad men around the 
ballot-box is no reason why Christian men 
should retreat from the arena. The last 
time you ought to give up your child or for 
sake your child is when it is surrounded by- 
a company of Choctaws;and the last time 
to surrendor the ballot-box is whenit is sur: 
rounded by impurity and dishonesty and all 
sorts of wickedness. 

Daniel stood on a most unpopulor platform, 
He stood firmly though the demagogues of 
the day hissed at him and tried to overthrow 
him. We must carry our religion into our 
politics, Butthere area great many men 
who are in favor of taking religion into na- 
tional politics who do not see the importance 
of taking it into city politics; as though a 
man were intelligent about the welfare of 
his neighborhood, and had no concern about 
his own home. 

Religion would drive out all base person- 
alities from politics, You have a right te 
discuss mep's politics and denounce their 
political sentiments, or receive them, as 
you will; but you haye noright to assail 
their private character, as is done every 
autumn. That is not carrying religion into 
politics. Now you can always tell without 
asking, in any contest, what candidate I will 
vote for, It isalwaysfor the man who {s 
most badgered, and most abused, and most 
spit upon, and most howled at. You have a 
right to contest a man's political sentiments, 
youhave no right for base political purpose 
to assail bis private moral character. 

My subject also impresses me with the 
fact that lions cannot burta good man, No 
man ever got into worse company than 
Daniel got into when be was thrown into 
the den, What a rare morsel that fair 
young man would have been for the hungry 
monsiers! Ifthey bad plunged at him he 
could not have climbed {nto a niche beyoud 
the reach of their paw or the snatch of their 
tooth. They come pleased all around about 
hun, a® abunter’s bounds at the well-knowr 
Whistle come bouuding to bis feet, 

You need not go to Numidia to get among 
lions, You all bave bad them after you 
—the lion of financial distress, the lion 
of sickness, the lion of persecution, You 
saw that lion of financial panic putting hig 
mouth own fo the carth, and he roarod 
uatil all the banks and all tho insurane 


companles quaked With his nostril he 
scattered the ashes on the domestic hearth, 
You have had trial after trial, misfortune 
after misfortune, lion after lion; and yet 
they have never hurt you if you put your 
trust in God, and they nevor will hurt you 
They did nothurt Daufel and they cannot 
hurt you, 

The Persians used to think that spring 
rain falling {nto seashells would turn into 
pearls;and I have to tell you that the 
tears of sorrow turn into precious gous 
when they drop into God'y bottle. You need 
be afraid of nothing, putting your trust in 
God. Even doath, that monster lion whose 
don {is the world's sopulcbre, and who puta 
his paw down amid thousands of millions of 
the dead, cannot alfright you 

When tn oldon times aman was 
the honors of knighthood, he was 
polled to go fully armed 
among the tombs of the de ad, carrying a 
sort of spear, and then when the day broke 
ho would come forth, and, amid the sound of 
cornet and groat parade, he would get the 
honors of knighthood.

with great conclusiveness upon 
matters, 
be the result of personal observation, for 
there is nota corner of Australia where 
my commission of inquiry didn’t take me. 

My route covered five thousand miles, It 
took in the capitals, and last and first thr- 
ough the very heart and sinews of the is 
olated interior. Everywhere I found the 
people alive to two things: First, the stern 
necessity of local government, and, second- 
ly, the nec essity for combination based 
upon a consiituvon somewhat similar to 
that of this country. 

“I would not have you think that Aus- 
tralians are dissatished or were displeased 
with the English, but they are so far away 
from England and the young Australians 
are so little affected by English tradition, 
politics and history that they are free to 
feel the power of their own colonial 
strength, that they may turn with that 
feeling of great muscular kinship to the 
nation that seems worthy oftheir imita- 
tion. Where once Canada is quoted in 
the Parliament of Australia the United 
States is quoted ten times. ‘ 

“And this without any rancer or disloy- 
alty to England. There is no_ treason in 
Australia looking upon one of her _elder 
brothers and admiring his magnificent 
independence. And yet Australia is Eng- 
lish in social usages, in commercial prac- 
tices and in alliances. But the isolation 
of the country enables it to have a greater 
perspective— enables itto get away from 
the pressure of English social influences 
and political contact. It is not ready for 
republicanism ; but it admires indepen- 
ance, and is not shocked at republicanism. 

“Melbourne is the most American city 
in the South Seas—American in its activ- 
ity in its powerful restlessness in its specu 
lative commercial force, in the splendid 
fearlessness that marks its social recreat- 
ions. Exports from here to Australia are 
now only about 23,000,000, but they are 
increasing yearly, and in certain directions 
such as in building materials, barley and 
machinery. This latter trade is growing 
with an astonishing expansiveness.” 

“But, speaking of this trade, do you not 
think British Columbia, or, to put it more 
broadly, Canada, will ever take it? 

“Well, I think Canada may make a 
strong bid for it. It is doing so now and 
is likely todo much more. There is no 
reason to doubt but that aline of steam- 
ships will be put on by Canada between 
Vancouver and Sidney. Then will come 
the tug of war, But letus considera mo- 
ment. Take the chief exports of the 
United States to Australia and those of 
Australia to the United States, I have 
just mentioned the building material, lum- 
ber machinery and barley. 

“The whole exports to British Columbia 
to Australia in 1889 were $423,633, ‘The 
whole exports of the United States for the 
same period to the same country were 
$2,819,185. The British Columbia con- 
sisted chiefly of lumber and canned fish, 
and in both these articles this country can 
compete advantageously with British 
Columbia. Can British Columbia com- 
pete with youin barley, machinery and 
manufactured building material? | think 
not. The aggregation of population and of 
wealth means larger productionand larger 
production means advantage in compe- 
tition. 

“The Canadian government and the 
Canadian people are very valorous, but in 
competition with the United States | am 
afraid they must stick to cheese and lum- 
ber. In manufacturing they are far be- 
hind. Nowit is a curious thing that, des- 
pite the Canada Pacific Railway, despite 
confederation, despite the tariff, British 
Columbia trades more extensively with the 
United States than with Eastern Canada. 
Thisis very suggestive n conSidering the 
development of Canada. 

“Canadians made tremendous sacrifices 
for the Canada Pacific. Upon its success 
and its development of trade between the 
eastern and western provinces hangs the 
question of Canada’s confederacy and 
nationality. Thus far the Canada Pacific 
has paid, but how? Largely by the trans- 
portation of American goods in bond from 
Vancouver, to be distributed at various 
points into the UnitedStates. Subsidized 
aS itis, itcan compete successfully with 
the unsubsidized roads of the United 
States. But that is not Canadian develop- 
ment, and it is not the office which it was 
set to perform.” 

“Do you think Canadian confederation 
a failure ?” 

“I would not say such a thing. 
Canadian and feel in common with all 
who have lived in Canada. A man would 
be open to gravest censure. who five years 
afterthelast stone had been put in 
their structure of confederation would pro- 
nounce the scheme a failure. Canada has 
prospered under confederation. Statistics 
show that no people ever stood more yal- 
iantly by their constitutionthan did the 
Canadian people, There have been re- 
publician meetings in Australia—cries of 
separation—been notorious meetings in 
which ‘Australia for the Australians’ was 
the cry. Such things have never occurred 
in Canada. I have travelled from the ex- 
treme east and also to the ex- 
treme west of Canada with the spirit of 
loyal Pr aed and neither! nor any other 
man will hear in Canada a word of honest 
infidelity to that national spirit’ which 
brought about confederation. Neither 
will be found any desire through political 
causes to sever the union between Canada 
and the mother country. The Canadian 
people are a grave, clear headed race. 
Perhaps I may be permitted to say that of 
my race when I have become 
mopolitan. 

“Then wherein does the 
confederation?” 

“Chiefly through commercial avenues 
The great question 1s, in Canada, cannot 
we have greater commerciat communion 
with the United States ? One of the great 
things thathas made the United States 
prosperous has been the fact that it has 
two great belts of resources within its 
borders—-the south has taken the manu 
factures of the north and the south has re 
turned to the north raw material 
has not that.

A Sunday That was Saddoned by Wholo- 
salo Drowning in Hay Bay. It was 
Many Yoars ago Butthe Namos Stil 
Live. 

Not long since in the of the 
ONTARLO reference wa ssmade by a corres 
pondent of a deplorable drowning ace ident 
which occurred on Hay tay several years 
ago, lives of ten young people 
were sacrificed, ‘The sad fact 1s hardly 
within the memory of the present genera 
tion, yet many people still living will ree all 
the circumstances, as related to them by 
their fathers and mothers. Phis blot on 
the fair annals of Quinte’s history took 
place seventy-one years ago on the 20th 
of August last. For years after the whole 
county was thrown into gloom and sad- 
ness, and to-day the terrible catastrope is 
referred to by selatves of the deceased 
with hushed breath. On the memorable 
20th of August two Methodist divines 
named Isaac Puffer and James Wilson 
had arranved for special services in the 
Adolphustown chapel. The day dawned 
amid all the splendor of a sunlight sky 
Not a cloud was to be seen from 
horizon to. horizon, and = far out 
that expanse of blue nature was smiledup- 
on with all the beauty and splendor ofa 
divine influence, The day could not have 
been more favorable. The pious people 
came from Fredericksburg, Earnesttown 

and from the southera part of Adolphus- 
town. The country around Hay Kay 
was early settled and to-day the richest 
agricultural land in the province is found 
on these primative shores. The chapel 
was on the south shore and _ those from 
the north, in order to reach it, had to cross 
the bay. Large numbers had already 
crossed and others were pushing from all 
along the shore in order to be present at 
the spiritual feast which was in store.In 
one boat were seated eighteen persons in 
the full vigor of youth and health, Buoyant 
with the cheerfulness of youth aud moved 
with earnestness of picty they sang as they 
propelled the boats towards the opposite 
shore. The boat was poorly constructed 
and soon the water came in from rents in 
the bottom, increasing in volumes until 
the situation became alarming. The weight 
of the people in the boat bore it well to 
the water S edge. There were 
no vessels with which to bale 
out the water and unfortunately the young 
men did not think, or care, to use their 
new hats until a female shrick brought the 
situation to a climax. ‘The boat fided and 
sunk when only a short distance from the 
opposite shore. A prayer meeting had 
begun in the church by those who came 
first. When the heart rending shrieks 
of the women were heard an old man was 
just uttering the petition that “it might be 
a day long to be remembered,” 
The prayer was stopped short, and the 
faces of the older members turned 
pallid as they rushed cut of the church 
and beheld the young people struggling 
frantically in the water and offering up 
cries of mercy to God. Some plunged des- 
perately into the water and struck out 
boldly for the drowning deople who were 
struggling in the last throes of death ‘in 
their efforts to keep their heads above 
water. Out of the eighteen persons only 
eight were taken to the shore alive, and 
the other ten—cight women and two men 
—went down to a watery grave. Drags 
were secured and the bodies of these un- 
happy youths, only a few hours previous 
so blith and cheerful were laid side by 
side on the shore. One was not recover- 
ed tillthe next morning. The christian 
names of the deceased are not recorded, 
although two of them were of the German 
family, two Detlors, one Bogart, one 
Roblin,one McCoy, one Clark, one Mad- 
den and one Cole. These names still ex- 
ist and are plentifully scattered through- 
out this part of the country. The grief 
and remorse of the people, so suddenly 
bereaved gathered together on the shore 
gazing at their loved ones cold. in death, 
may be __ better imagined than 
described. The public worship could not 
be continued. Preparations were com- 
menced forthe funeral. The following 
day (Monday) was a day of great mourn- 
ing. News ofthe ternble disaster was 
soon scattered broadcast over the country 
and the people flocked to the scene of the 
catastrophe in great numbers. Nine 
coffins were laid in order in front of the 
chapel. One of the corpses was interred 
in another grave. Mr. Puffer took for 
his text Job xix, 26-27: “I know that my 
Redeember liveth,” He stood at the door 
and tried to preach to those within and 
without, but was so overcome by emotion, 
the weeping of the congregation and the 
presence of death that he confessed he 
could not speak the words that he felt. He 
offered consolation from the gospel, how- 
ever, to the grief-stricken  familes, 
The faces of the dead were again revealed 
that friends and relatives might takea last 
sad look and farewell. Six of the graves 
were in rotation and the coffins were plac- 
ed in the same manner. ‘The others were 
near departed in other parts of the ground, 
After the solemn burial service the graves 
received their dead and for the last time 
were hidden from the face of mankind

IN MEMORIAM. 

The County Registrar Succumbs After 
Life ot Romarkablo Activity. 


W. H., Ponton, the old and respected 
registrar has at last succumbed to the 
xreat call of nature, and isnow numbered 
among the silent majority. Death occur- 
red shortly after eleven o'clock last night. 
Almost up to his very last breath the old 
gentleman asked about his friends. Verily 
he died without an enemy. A kinder and 
truer friend did not live, and now that the 
veteran is removed from amongstus, many 
kind recollections of past fassociations will 
revive in the memory of more than one 
man, Deceased was a Scotchman of the 
old stock, and was born in Inverness, 
Scotland, over ei, hty-one years ayo, and 
came to Canada with his father, Dr. 
Mungo Ponton, captain — of the 
Cameron Highland Regiment, when only 
a young man. He helped his father cul- 
tivate a military grant of eight hundred 
acres near Campbellford where he spent 
his younger days. For years he was_ pri- 
vate secretary to the late Hon. Robert 
Baldwin and with whom he travelled all 
over Canada. there was nota man in 
t elleville who was better acquainted with 
the early political history of C nada and it 
was during that time that his first political 
instincts were inspired into him.He was at 
one time deputy clerk of court of common 
pleas and clerk of the county court. He 
was the second mayor of Belleville during 
the year 1851-2-3 and was appointed reg- 
gistrar of the county in 1859 which office 
he held until death. Deceased was the first 
Canadian directior of the Grand Trunk 
railway, with the late Wm. Hullen; deputy 
superintennent of education under Ryer- 
son,and divided the Midland division into 
counties and townships and in fact was a 
prominent figurein almost every move- 
ment in connection with the early history 
of the city. He was repeatedly 
elected president of the St. Andrews 
society, curling club and in almost every 
sporting circle in the cityhe was a familiar 
figure. Some of the highest honors of 
the Masonic lodge were conferred upon 
him. It could be said of him. “If every 
manto whom he did a favor were to 
place a flower on his grave his body would 
sleep beneath a wilderness of flowers”

DARING DIXON’S DEED, | 


—— 


HE CROSSES THE NIAGARA CHASM ON 
A 7-8 INCH WIRE. 


Thousands of Spectators Line the Banks 
to Witness the Feat—The Trip Accom 
plished in 19 Minutes—The New MBion- 
din Interviewed, 

Nraoana Faris, Ont, Bopt, 6—S. J, 
Dixon, the Toronto photographer, success- 
fully walked a small cablo across the Niagara 
gorge this afternoon, About 3 o'clock larga 
crowds bogan to gather on the banka of the 
Niagara River, noar the two railway bridges 
Shortly after that hour Dixon made his 
appearance, He was dressed in terra-cotta 
tights and a black silk trunk; wore moccasins 
anda black silk cap. The cable was }% inch 
in diameter and was stretched between the 
cantilever and old suspension bridges, 

Promptly at 3}¢ Dixon stepped on the cable 
and procesded about 20 feet, when ho re- 
turned and spoke to one of his frionds. Ho 
then mado a fresh start and walkod steadily 
to the centre of the chasm. He then atopped 
and hold one leg out horizontally. The cable 
awayed violontly and he waa obliged to use 
his balancing pole freely. As son as tho 
wire became steady Dixon laid himself flat 
on bis back on the wire to the great aston- 
ishinent of the crowd. He then resumed his 
perilous journey, reaching the Amorican side 
at3d2o'’clock, Ina few momenta he ap- 
peared on the wire again, having a boop on 
each foot, After walking about 100 feet he 
Micked off the hoopsend returned to tho 
bank. 

Immediately upon landing a large number 
of friends congratulated the daring man, 
and at the earnest request of a large assem- 
blage he desisted from returning by the 
cable, and was prevailed upon to return in a 
carriage across the railway suspension bridge. 
Large crowds surrounded Dixon, and it was 
with difficulty that he succeeded in oxtrica- 
ting himself. No sooner had he reached the 
Canadian shore than he mado straightway for 
the cable. He at once took his balance pole 
and started out upon the wire, walking to a 
distance of about 75 feet, Hero he halted and 
performed a few gymnastic feats, eliciting 
loud applause from the spectators. After 
winding the Canadian colors about himself, 
he returned from his dangerous post and 
was escorted to his rooms in tho Elgin House, 
where he was interviewed by a reporter, 

Dixon said that ho was not in the least 
nervous, and was ontirely satisfled with tho 
trip. He felt very happy over the affair, and 
exclaimed, “I am no fakir, am Ii" Ho 
stated that, while he had gone toa great ex- 
ponse in fixing up the dilapidated cable, he 
was quite well repaid. Dixon is an expert 
rope walker, having been in the business 
sgue time. However, untilafow days ago, 
he has bad no practice, his last walk having 
becn three yegrs ago, He says he may re- 
peat the performance next June or July, 
provided there is money in it. 


The “Professor” Talks, 

Toronto, Sept. 8,—Professor 8. J. 
Dixon, the Toronto photo yrapher, gave the 
most daring exhibition at Niagara River on 
Saturday that hasever taken place in the 
way of high-wire walking, The performance 
of Blondin is not to be compared with it in 
any sense whatever, That worthy, who won 
a world-wide notoriety by dis performance, 
did nothing more nor ‘lese than cross 
the Niagara River on a rope three 
inches thick stretched across the river over 
calm water and at an elevation not exceeding 
70 feet. Professor Dixon, however, crossed 
the river on a wire 3 ofaninch in diameter, 
000 feet in length and 180 feet above the 
water where it runs its wildest and swiftest, 
namely, just above the whirlpool and be- 
tween the two bridges, the suspension and 
the cantilever. 

It is true that Steve Peer walked this same 
rope on Juno 22, 1857, but it is also true that 
this rope was the cause of bis death, as he 
disappeared from it one night when more or 
less intoxicated. Peer did not display the 
daring nor the celerity of the agile photo- 


grapher, 

On Friday Mr, Dixon kissed his wife, 
whom he left in tears in Toronto 
and set forth, {n company with his 


friend Eddie Bond, for his deed of daring 
ot Niagara Arriving at the river he 
got up on the wire without its being guyed 
and walked on it for a considerable distance, 
He took off his coat and sat on the rope for 
from 20 to 30 minutes, looking at the madly 
flowing river below. His intropidity did not 
give way and ho felt satisfled that he had 
the ability to do the feat announced for the 
following day. He came away fully satisfied 
with his preliminary canter, The Professor 
thon sought repose and passed a fairly goo 1 
night. In the morning he took two seidlits 
powders, ate a light breakfast, and made ar- 
rangements to have the rope properly guyed. 
This, the Professor claims, was not satisfac- 
torily done, as the cable swayed considerably 
in the contre whilst he was on it, 
During the forenoon Mr, Dixon went over 
to the Ameri an side and ate a dozen raw 
oysters and fortified himself with a small nip 
of brandy. Herecrossed to the Canadian side, 
put on his tights, and exactly at3}¢ mounted 
the wire, He addressed a fow words to the 
concourse there assembled, He told thom 
that ho had promised to walk that rope and 
ho was ready for the attempt, Ho had con- 
fidence bo would successfully achievo the 
feat.

One was naked and had hia arma 
lied, He was a dark man, and I think was taller 
than the other, He called out that the other was 
polog to kill him, Both men aaw me, but when the 
pone called out I ran off as fastasicould. The 
small man was a dark man, but I dontt think ' 
would know hin again if I saw him, but Pd know 
(he other man, Don't remember whether the 
little man hada plstoloraknife. I was badly 
kightened, Didn't say anything about what! 
saw until some time afterwards, when I told the 
people at Gnelph with whom I boarded. They 
did not aay anything when Itoldthem.

So far it has been a scheme of 
patriots, not of statesmen; of colonists, not 
Englishmen It is nota new star of faith 
in the national horizon; it is fresh 
political doctrine, Strange to say, the 
first conceptions of imperil federation 
came from the colonies—from Canada and 
Australia,

Politicians of these countries 
forty years ago were u sed to speak of pro 
vincial federation as the stepping to 
the confederation of the empire. 
of course, a vague outlook anda nebulous 
hope, but itwas the heart of “Greater 
Britain” turning to the source of its great 
ness and desiring some visible form in 
which legislation for the common interest 
should run; in which legislative 
force should be leveled up to large general 
concerns of the empire, and the vital power 
at Westminster be influenced to larger 
knowledge by parliamentary contact with 
representatives from the farther dominions 

“These far off of 
policians and patriots have been revived 
in these late years, andin the last five 
years have brought forth the agitation, It 
began in Canada, it was carried to Aus 
tralia under the name of ‘national. unity 
first, and underthat of ‘imperial feder- 
ation’ next, by my honored friends, Prin- 
cipal Grant and George R Patkin, M. A. 
Two abler, more consistent and worthier 
advocates of a cause could 
tound than they. Both dealt in 
and acknowledged generalities 
roused enthusiasm in the region of senti- 
ment ; both did work serving to draw 
closer ‘the bonds of understanding between 
the scattered portions of the empire, as we 
term it. This ground must, of course, be 
laid before large practical schemes can be 
constructed. The trouble appears to be, 
however, that the advocates of imperial 
federation have nothing in the shape of a 
scheme to offer atter several years’ work, 
Lord Rosebery, Earl Carnarvon, Lord 
Brassy and Sir Henry Holland have given 
their moral support to the cause, but the 
cause stands where it did. It does not 
occupy the attention of British statesmen 
as perhaps it may some day. It caine 
from the colonies—from Canada—so far 
it has only a hold in Canada in a political 
way. Mr, Parkin is doing a powerful 
work in England. but it would appear to 
be his personality and force that have won 
from England the Premier's consideration 
and hearty respect for the knowledge and 
information with which he has surrounded 
the subject. C 

“It is hard to see how there can be imp- 
erial federation as it advocates define it, 
oras we understand it of them. Thee 
are those patriotic in all their feelings who 
see a constant growth of confederation or 
un.ty in sentiment, but who behold in the 
growth of the colonies a force working to- 
ward independence. Such men as Lord 
Derby, Lord slatchford and the Right 
Hon. Robert Loweand Sir Hercules 
Robison have declared their belief in the 
future independence of Canada, of South 
Africa and of Australia. Independence 
ends all"possibility of imperial federation. 
Imperial federation with, of course, imper- 
ial Parliament, seems to me only possible 
with E ngland and hercrown colonies. 
What confederation can there be between 
States practically self governing and a far 
off power like England, with its own inter 
nal affairs and foreign affairs, generally 
speaking, so little concerning the colonies, 
England acts at yariance with her colonies 
now in the matter of tariff, and what con- 
cern save that of sentiment have Canada 
and Australia for England’s European 
complications? The only subjects which 
seen, to come naturally into the functions 
of an imperial legislature are common 
defence, postage, immigration and customs 
tariff. There seems no reason why these 
questions cannot be dealt with by negotia- 
tions, as now, though the process has its 
difficulties, We cannot get rid of the fact 
that the interests of the different parts of 
the empire are widely divergent, and those 
of England diverge in degree from them 
all. This, I think,.is the reason that imp- 
erial federation has not been considered 
seriously by many politic lans or state Bae 
of the empire, and why the cause st te 
sull. It has no vital hold in Canada. 
is a forlorn hope as yet in Aus tralia, 
Where, then, shall it have life?

congress. The total increase in the value of 
the wheat crop of 1889 was $154,000,000, of 
the corn crop $427,000,000 and of the oats 
crop $108,000,000, Nearly all other farm 
products had advanced in like manner and if 
to them were added the increased value of 
the other products of industry the grand 
total would largely exceed $1,000,000,000,

About woeks ago Morrell made the 
acquaintance of nm wealthy miner from the 
West by convincing the Intter that thoy had 
mot before, and the two became fast friends. 
The Westernor wasspecdily enlightened as to 
the character of Morrill, and it was arrang- 
ed that Detective Conway should be intro- 
duced to the swindler as a young man from 
the west who had just come into a fortune 
and was looking for the best way of investing.

THE U-S. CROPS. 


September Reports Less Favornble than 
the Earlier Estimates, 

Wasutnoton, Sept, 10,—The national crop 
reports for September show that the injury 
to the corn crop reported last month was in- 
tensified by continuance of drought in Aug 
ust until the rains camo to its relief, but too 
late for full recovery. The average is 70.1, 
against 73.3 last month, It is the lowest 
averagé since 1851. 

The returns of condition of winter 
wheat at the time of harvesting are 
less favorable than those of the 
first of July. So far as thresh- 
ing has progressed the results are 
generally disappointing. The January aver- 
age was 76.2, the present average 73.5. The 
general average of spring wheat has also 
been reduced from 83,2 to 79.8. The average 
for wheat of both kinds is 75.5. In 1888 the 
September average for both kinds of wheat 
was 77.

Traffic Stopped on the Erio—The Situation 
at Hornelisville Serious 
HoRNELLSVILLE, N.Y., Sept. 10,—The 
highest flood which has been known in this 
section since 1820, with one exception, visited 
the valley of the Canisteo this morning after 
a night of unusually hardraing, At 8 o'clock 
this morning a third of the city was 
inundated.

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MR. McCLURE ‘STRUCK ILE,’ 


Coal Oil Found Mear the Town of Poter- 
. borough, 
Peterborough Examiner, 

Mr. John McClure ownsseventeen acres 
of ground along the C. P. R, track about 
two miles from town. On Monday he was 
contemplating disposing of it upon low 
terms ; to-day he values itat a thousand 
dollars an acre. 

The cause of this sudden rise in price is 
the fact thaton Tuesday he discovered 
signs of a coal oil vein upon his property 
Asmall patch containing about a quar- 
ter of an acre is cut off from the farm by 
the C. P. R. track. Through this bit of 
ground a stmggling creek flows languidly 
It drains the ground which is low and 
marshy. The creek became chocked up, 
and Tuesday Mr. McClure undertook to 
clearthe channel. He was poking about 
with a stick, when he happened to sink it 
in the soft soil at the waters edge. He 
was as‘onished to see coal oil bubble up. 
He repeated the experiment, and every 
time fresh flows ofthe oil resulted. Mr. 
McClure’s heart bounded with joy. ee 
is an old oil man, having lived in 
Pittsburg district, and he knows full nell 
the value of oil wells, 

Mr. McClure’s faith in his find 
strengthened by a remark passed fate a 
member of the C. P. R, engineering aint 
at the time the line was being surveyed. I 
a certain field his surveying Sa huneats 
refused to work properly, and the San Ree 
stated that it was due to the presence of 
some mineral substance in the ground.

Mr, McClure 
has no definite plans yet as to working it 
and ascertaining its value; but doubtless

ABUSE OF OFFICE. 


The Boardof Education has distinguish- 
editself. It has done something that 
should bring it intoprominence, not for 
public commendation, but for condem- 
nation for acts much akin to jobbery. 
During the summer vacation it was nece- 
ssaryto repaint the blackboards of the 
city schools and the job was let to Mr. 
Wm. Blaind and his bill called for $86. 
He was given the job without any attempt 
to protect the city’s interests, that 
is to say, Mr, Blaind was left to charge 
what he liked and that he improved the 
opportunity to make the most of a good 
bargain is shown by his bill. If the 
board had erred in not guarding the rate- 
payers interests byasking for tenders in 
the first place it would seem only natural 
for them to tax the bill when good evi- 
dence was produced to show that. the 
_ charge was exorbitant and out of all 
proportion with the work performed 
When so responsible a citizen as Mr. W. 

R. Carmichael called the attention of the 
board to the work performed at Octavia 
street school,for which$15 was the charge, 
and stated that the material used would 
cost not more than $150 and the work 
could easily be done in aday and a_ half, 
the items of the bill should have been 
looked into, That it was not done leaves 
the impression that the finance committee 
of which Mr. Hugh Walker is chairman 
had but one object in view, the passage of 
the bill. The reason for this may become 

clearer when it is made known that Mr. 
Blaind who did the work and charged the 
fancy price is the father-in-law of Mr, 

Hugh Walker, the chairman of the 
Finance committee of the board. Tak- 
ing Mr. Carmichael’s estimate of the value 
of the work done in Octavia street school 
as a basis for calculation it willbe shown 
how exceedingly fortunate it was for Mr. 
Blaind that his account should fali into 
the hands of his son-in-law 
the chairman of finance, Mr. 
Carmichael said the material was 
worth $1.50 and the work could be done 
in adayanda half, say $2.00 per day, 
(although scores of men could have been 
secured who would have done the workat 
$1.50 per day) making a total 
of $4.50 for the school. 
At that rate $4.50 is about the same pro- 
portion to what the work should cost as 
$15 is to the total bill charged, in which 
case the entire work for which Mr. Blaind 
charged $86 could have been done for 
$25.50. Or if at $1.60 per day, for $21.25- 

If the payment of $86 for a job that can 
be done for from $20 to $25 is not jobbery, 
what is it? The act is all the more fla- 
grant because it was[forced through the 
board by a clique after the injustice of the 
account had been pointed out. If Mr. 
Walker, the chairman of the finances of 

the board, and those who voted for the 
passage of the bill, are capable of giving 
away a good $60 of public money for a 

job on no other ground, as it Appears,than 
that the claimant is father-in'‘law of the 
chairman, there is something certainly 
rotten in the school board and the pruning 
knife 1s sorely needed. If such favoriteism 
can be shown in one instance who can 
Say it will not crop upagain? The ex-

Terrible Tragedy Rosulting from a Dia-

PIC | URESQUE PRESQUE ISLE,

A Sketch of its Early Ill Fatod History— 

Tho Intended Seat of Government. 

Presque ‘Isle, the picturesque {point 
stretching into Lake Ontario, and which 
has been ushered into such prominence 
this season has an interesting history and 
plays a more important part in the early 
annals of the country than is generally 
known. The land is owned by 
government excepting some four acres 
which is held by deed from the crown. 
Many years since it was intended that this 
should be the seat of the Government, 
when the first court house in Canada was 
built there, the remains of which is sull to 
be seen, and where the first criminal in 
being brought to justice caused a great 
calamity. It appears that the judge, 
lawyers and paraphenalia of the court 
started from York (now ‘Toronto) ina

Mind - Reader Johnstone Accomplishes 
Bishop's Remarkable Feat, 


Cu1caco, Sept. 12.—Paul Alexander John- 
stone, the mind-reader, whose peculiar pow- 
ors have of late mystified and astonished 
people in Chicago, performed a feat yester- 
day which totally eclipsed all similar records, 
at least in this city, When Bishop, the mind- 
reader, who meta tragic fate in New York not 
. long ago, was herg shortly before his death he 
finding a- needle 
which a committee had secreted. Johnstone 
has frequently performed the same feat ip 
Western cities and to-day his manager de 
cided to attempt the samé test that resulted 
80 fatally to Bishop in New York, that of 
finding «name in a register and pronoun: 
A committee consisting of a num- 
ber of well-known newspaper men and Dr. 
J. G, Butler drove in a hack from the Audi 
toriurn Hotel to the Grand Pacific Hotel by 
a difficult route, and, going to the hotel regis- 
ter, selected a name, leaving one committee 
iman—Charles Lederer~in charge of the

They returned to the Auditorium, whore 
Jobnstone had remained in the custody of 
one of the committees, so that there could be 
no possible apparent chance of collusion. 
They bandaged Johnstone's eyes securely, 
The sequel was astonishing, Johnstone in- 
stantly rushed down to the carriage and 
drove blindfolded to the Grand Paciflo, 
cars and thousands 
vebicles on the way, rushed to the registrar, 
turned the leaves rapidly, found the name 
and repeated it, gave the number of page and 
date of month. TheGrand Pacific Hotel and 
adjacent streets were so packed’ with poople 
that all traffic was suspended. 

Johnstone on bis way home from the hotel 
was taken with aseyere chill, which threw 
him into a cataleptic fit. Physicians at first 
pronounced bim dead, but after working 
over him for two hours life was again per. 
To-night the mind-reader is resting 
comfortably, but is exceodingly weak. 


The feat which Washington Irving Bishop 
met bis death in attempting to perform was 
similar to that performed by Jobnstone, 
Bishop was at a dinner in the Lambs Clup of 
New York and proposed to point out te the 
company any passage, word or letter they 
might agree upon from any book to which 
they alone bad access until it was afterwards 
submitted to bim for the test, He performed 
the exploit once and was making a second at 
tompt, when he was stricken down witha 
cataleptic fit, recovering ouly to pass into 
another until death ensued.

LENGTH OF PASTORATE. 


One of the subjects to be discussed at 
the General Conference of the Methodists 
is the proposal to extend the pastoral term 
from three years to five years. It is urged 
that the present three years term offers 

‘small opportunity for the cementing of 
those friendly ties which in other denom- 
nations render the relations between pas- 
tor and people tender and enduring, and 
that the minister does not become wel) 
acquainted with either young or old till the 
second year of his pastorate and mus, 
leave them at the third. Itis nearly im- 
possible, it is argued, for him to give effect 
to some needed reforms in Church work 
orto successfully complete financial enter- 
prises of importance. As the “barrel 
would come into less frequent requisition, 
an ambition to excel, it is contended, 


. would be stimulated. 


On the other hand the permanency of 
the itinerancy would be threatened. A five 
years term might open the way to a six, 
seven or even ten years’ pastorate. The 
desire for this change is evidenced chiefly 
in cities, as the great mass of Methodists 
do not appear to demand it. 

Nodoubt the itinerancy question wil] 
provoke an interesting discussion at the

Noarly all the oitios of Burope and America 
have conervatorios of music, and associa 
thons, object it is, by volo and 
fostrument, te advance the art of sweet 
sounds, On Tharaday nights, Exeter hall, of 

London, used to resound with the music of 

first-class porformors, who gave their services 

fratultuosly to the masses, who came fn with 

Tree tickets, and hugened at the ontertaln- 

ment, At Borlin, at cléven o'clock daily, the 

military band, with 60 or 100 instruments,- 
discouria at the royal opera house for the 
people, On Easter Sunday, in Dreslen, the 
boom of cannon and the ringing of bells 
bring multitudes to the churches Lo listen to 
the organ peals, and the exciting sounds of 
trumpet and drum. When the great fair 
day of Leipsic comes, the bands of music, 
from far and near, gathor in tho street, and, 
bewilder the ear with incessant playing of 
flute, and horo, violin and bassoon, At 
Dusseldorf, once a year, the lovers of music 
assemble, and for three or four days walt 
upon the groat singing festivals, and shout at 
the close of the choruses, and greet the suc- 
cosful competitors as the prizes are dis- 
tributed—cups and vases of silver and gold, 

All our American cities at times resound with 

the orchestra and oratorio, Those who can 

sing woll or play skillfully upon fostruments 
are greeted with vociforation, and garlanded 
by excited admirera, 

There are many whose utmost ecstatic 
dolight is to be found in melodies ; and all 
tho splendor of celestial! gatos, nnd all the 
lusclousness of twelve mannors of fruit, and 
all the rush of floods from under the throne 
of God would not make a beaven for them if 
there were no great and transporting bar- 
monies, Passing along our streets in the hour 
of worship, you hear the voice of sacred 
melody, although you do not enter the build- 
ing. And passing along the street of heaven 
we bear, from the temple of God and the 
Lamb, the breaking forth of magnificent 
Jubilate; We may not yot enter in among 
the favorite throng, but God will not deny 
us the pleasire of standiug awhile on the 
outside to hear. Joho listened to it a great 
while ago, and “they sang anew song.” 

Lat none asplie to that blessed place who 
have no love for this exerelse, for although 
itis many ages since the thrones were set, 
and the harps were strung, there bas been 
no cessation fu the song, excepting once for 
about thirty mioutes; and, judging from 
the glorious things now transpiriog in God's 
world, and the ever-accumulating triumphs 
of the Measiah, that was the last half-hour 
that heaven will ever be silent. 

Mark the fact that this was a new song. 
Sometimes I have io church been floated 
away upon some great choral, In which all 
our people seemed to mingle their voices, and 
Ihave, in the glow of my emotions, said, 
“Surely this is music good enough for hea- 
ven.” Indeed [donot believe that Luther's 
Hymn, or Coronation, or Old Hundred, or 
Mount Pisgah, would sound ill if spoken by 
sainted lips or thrummed from seraphic 
harps. There are many of our fathers and 

mothers in glory who would be slow to shut 
heaven's gato against these old-time harmon- 
fes. But this, weare told, is a new song, 
Some of our greatest anthems and corals are 
compositions from other tunes—the sweetest 
parts of them gathered up into the harmony; 
and I have sometimes thought that this new 
song may be partly made up of sweet straius 
of earthly music mingledin eternal choral. 
But it will, after all, boa new song. This I 
know, that in sweetness and power it will bo 
something that ear never heard, A)l the skill 
of the oldest harpers of heaven will be flung 
{nto it. All the love of God's heart will ring 
fromit, In its cadences the floods will clap 
their hands, and it will drop with the sun- 
light of everlasting day, and breathe with 
odors from the blossoms of the tree of life. “A 
new song" —just made for heaven. 
Many earthly songs are written by com-

posers just for the purpose of making a 
tune; and the land is flooded with jote- 


books in which really valuable tunes are the 
exception, But once in a while a man is 
wrought up by some great spectacle, or mov- 
ed by some terrible agony, or tronsported 
by some exquisite glaiines, and he sits down 
to write a tune ora hymn, in which every 
note or every word is aspark dropped from 
his own burning emotions. So Mendelssohn 
wrote, anil so Beethoven and so Charles Wes- 
ley. Cowper, depressed with misfortune 
until almost insane, resolved on suicide, and 
asked the cabilriver to drive him to acer- 
tain place where he expected to destroy bis 
own life. The cabman lost his way,) and 
Cowper began to think of bis sin, and went 
back to his home and sat down and wrote— 
“God moves in a mysterious way, 
His wonders to perform; 
He plants his footsteps on the sea, 
And rides upon the storm, 


“Ye fearful saints, fresh courage take, 
+ The clouds you so much dread 
Are big with mercy, and shall break 
With blessings on your head.” 


Mozart composed hie own requiem, and 
eald to his daughter Emily, “Play that:” 
and while Emily was playing tho requiem 
Mozart's soul went up on the wave of bis own 
music into glory, Kuwily looked around ‘and 
her father was dead, % 

This song of heaven was not composed 
because heaven bad nothing else to do, but 
Christ, in memory of cross and crown, of 
manger and throne, of earth and heaven, and 
wrought upon by the raptures of the great 
eternity, poured this from His heart, made 
it for the armies of beaven to shout in cely- 
bration of victory, for worshippers to chant 
fo their temple services, for the innumerable 
home circles of heaven tosing tn the house of 
many mansions. If a new tune be started 
in church, thore fy only here and there a 
person that can sing it. It is somo time 
before the congregation loarns a new tune. 
But not so with the new sung of boaven. 
The childrea who went up to-day from the 
waters of the Ganges are now singing it 
That Christian mau or woman, who, a fow 
minutes ago, departed from this very str oot 
bas folned it, All know it—thoss by the 
gatos, thosoon the river bank, those in the 
temple, Not feeling their way through it 
or halting, or golog back, as if they hover 
before bai sung it, but with a full round 
voleo they throw their soul into this now 
song. If some Sabhath day a fow notes of 
that authous should trayel down the air, we 
could not ding it. No organ could roll ita 
thuoder. No harp could cateb its thrill, No 
lip could announce {ts sweolness. Trans 
fixed, lost, enc hanted, dumb, we could hot 
hear it,—the faintest note of the 
Yot, while I cathedral 
quakes under it, nnd sens of Klory bear it 
from beach to beach, and ten thousind timos 
fon thousand, aod thousands of thousdnds 

tng it—"'the now song.”

Stock speculation in New York {fs in a 
demoralized condition owing tothe stringency 
of the money market and share values havo 
declined sharply, the corn-carriers and som 
of the trusts being especially weak.

The grain markets were greatly stimulated 
by the unfavorable Government crop re- 
port and prices are up 5c to be per bushel on 
wheat, corn and oats, Trade calculations on 
the department's report as to condition and 
acreage point toa total crop of 400,000,000 
bushols of wheat. Exports of whoat con- 
tinue small from Atlantic ports, andif cal- 
culations as to the crop shortage find accept- 
ance are likely to remain small except 
at higher prices. Sbipments from both 
coasts this week aggregate 1,480,055 bushols, 
22,025,205 bushels since July 1. This is com- 
pared with 1,426,552 bushels In a like week 
of 1859 and 20,465,364 bushels for eleyon weeks 
in that year, Last week exports were 1,575,- 
672 bushels. Indian corn shipments abroad 
this week equal 457,027, against 659,608 bush- 
els last week, 

August railway earnings show a moderato 
gain (3.06 per cent.) over the same month 
last year, when the general transportation 
movement began to increase heayily. Total 
earnings of 145 railroads for the month ag- 
grogate $35,857,507 on an inoreased mileage 
of 2.1 per cent. The southern and south- 
western groups show heaviest gains. 

New York, Sept. 15.—Dun, Wiman & 
Co.'s Weekly Review of Trado will say: 
The past weok has fully justified those who 
gave warning that the monetary ease caused 
by treasury disbursements could be but tem- 
porary. The market hera has been tight 
with extreme rates paid in some cases. At 
Boston and Philadelphia monetary pressure 
also affects business; at Chicago the mar- 
ket is somowhat firmer and the demand 
active; at St Louis it ts stif at 
7 to8 per cent.; at Kansas City more firm; 
at Milwaukee very active; at Detroit the de- 
mand is strong at 7 per cent,; at Cleveland 
the tightness is ascribed tothe volume of 
business; at Pittsburg the domand is fair at 
6 to 7 per cent., and only at Now Orleans of 
all the cities reporting is the market 
easier, Immediate fright at New York 
was about supposed enormous demands for 
payment of duties if the new tariff should go 
into effect Oct. 1. The fact as officially re- 
ported is that less than $9,000,000 would pay 
full duties on all goods iy warehouses on 
which the rates haye been increased but no 
one supposes that the entire quantity would 
be taken out, Tho pressure has caused con- 
siderable decline in stocks, the average bay- 
ing fallen about $2.50 per share since Aug. 
25, The reports from other cities indicate 
no falling off in activity on account of 
monetary difliculties at any point west or 


south of Philadelphia. The reports as 
to collections are almost uniformly 
satisfactory. The crops are moving fast, 


prices encouraging farmers, but do not go 
forward to consumers as rapidly, 

Business failures occurring throughout the 
country during the last seven days number 
for the United States 167, for Canada 26, 
total 193, as compared with a total of 20: 
last week. For the corresponding week of 
last year the figures were 195, representing 
170 in the United States and 23 in Canada.

Justice Roso’s Decision in the Great St, 
Goorge Case, 
Tononro, Sept. 15.—Mr. Justice Rose de 


which were heard before him and a» special 
jury. The room in which the Common 
Ploas Divisional Court sits was crowded witb 
lawyors and interested spectators to hoar the 
judgment, which was an elaborate and 
lengthy document, His Lordship, among 
othor things, said: 

The plaintiffs ask for Judgment on the finding: 
of the jury in their favor. The railway company 
submits that it is entitled to judgment in its 
favor or toa non-sult on a declaration that the 
Answers do not warrant judgment in favor of 
either party, Lo., that there has been a disagree 
ment. I think it will be convenient to if possible 
ascertain what has been found by the jury and 
fecond, to see whether or not the findings are 
supported by evidence. 

The charges of negligence may be gathered 
under two heads: (1) Negligence causing thi 
eon () negligence in not averting the re 
sult, 

His conclusions were that the jury had 
found the cause of the accident to have beet 
the breaking of the tire; the cause of the 
breaking to have beon violence; but the 
source of the violence to have been unascer 
tained; that the breaking, that is, the break- 
ing by violence, should have been reasonably 
anticipated by reason of the thinness of ths 
tire, which thinness rendered the use of the

WHO KILLED BENWELL? 


THE GRAND JURY LAY THE CRIME AT 
BIRGHALL’S DOOR, 


Ay Indletment for Wilftal Murder fe. 
turned After Hoarlng @ FKow of the 
Ilost of Witnhesscs—A Visit to Rex— 


Iroken-Heartod Wife. 


Wc psrock, Bept. 1.—Another act in 
the Beuwell tragedy was brought to a close 


at teeday, When the grand jury at the 
Oxford Amines returned a true bill 
against Roginald Birchall for the 
wilful murder > of F. CC.  Bonwell. 


Tho jury waa unaplmous and after Hetening 
to tho testimony of cight of tho principal 
witnosses, Including Douglas Pelly and Alico 
Smith, oxpresied themselves satisflod without 
hearing any further evidence, 

Tho listlessness of yosterday bas disap- 
peared and the cage ison every body's tongue, 
That sensations come not as single splos but 
in battalions has been proven hero, for to-day 
two rape cases, a forgery and an attempted 
murder have been furnished, These, how- 
over, caused bat & slight ripple of excite- 
ment, the entice populace being ongaged in 


discussing the all-absorbing Benwell mur- 
der, With the incrensed interest in 
the caso and the influx of people 
from the country a change has takon 


place in the opinions expressed as to the out- 
come of the trial, A possibility of disagree- 
ment, which was spoken of yosterday, has 
changed with the majority into a settled 
conviction that the man will be found 
guilty, 

Detectives Murray and Young and tho 
leading crown counsel, Mr, Osler, have been 
engaged since carly morning arrdnging the 
testimony in order, All the witnesses are 
now here and many of these have been 
examined by the crown as to the nature of 
tholr testimony, and the skeleton of tho tale 
of tragic interest which will be related next 
week is remarkably complete and well ar- 


ranged, The systematic manner in 
which the caso has been laid out 
will make the reports of the trial 


from day to day read like chapters of a 
book. 

Contrary to expectations Pickthall, whose 
doparture about the time of the tragedy 
caused considerable comment, will not be a 
witness at tho trial, The crown do not 
want him, The defence claim not to know 
his present whereabouts, 


PROGRAM OF THE DEFENCE. 

The defence naturally enough declines to 
show its hand, but the startling develop- 
ments prophesied are not likely to eventuate, 
From what your representative can learn 
Birchall’s counsel will rely upon shaking the 
positiveness of the testimony of witnesses by 
vigorous cross-examination and by endeavor- 
ing to prove that the murdered man had not 
lain in the bush the length of time he must 
bave bad he been killed on Feb. 17, 

The defence have several scrap books of 
newspaper clippings containing everything 
pertaining to the trial published in the lead- 
ing journals, and these may be read to the 
jury with a view of pointing out to them 
how the prisoner has been conyicted in ad- 
vance by the newspapers 

It is also proposed to cite several cases, {n. 
cluding the accident to young Davies, thé 
Grand Trunk Railway operator at Niagara 
Falls, who recently fall down the embank- 
ment after he had been left by a companion, 
to show how unreliable appearances are, 63 
it isclaimed that had Davies been killed his 
Inte companion might have been accused of 
bis murder, 

Charles Benwell to-day visited the scene of 
his late brother’s murder {in the “Swamp of 
Death" and also drove to tho Princeton 
cemetery, where the body is interred. He 
found the place well kept and some thought- 
ful soul had placed a fresh boquet of flow- 
ers on the mound which marks the 
resting-place of the victim of as 
foul a crime as was ever perpetrated. With 
bowed bead the young Englishman stood 
beside the grave for several minutes and 
gave vont to his emotion in tears, 

Birchall will not be arraigned until Mon- 
day, when the trial will be at once begun. 
The civil docket is all disposed of and but 
one criminal case remains to be disposed of 
to-morrow, so that everything will be clear- 
ed away for the trial to commence promptly 
on the opening of the court on Monday. It 
is gonerally believed that the empanelling of 
4 jury and the opening remarks of Mr, Osler 
will occupy the whole of the first day, butfive 
days are now conceded to be ample time 
in which to hear all the witnesses and-the 
addresses by counsel and the case will prob- 
ably be given to the jury on Saturday after- 
noon of next week. 

A VISIT TO REX’S CELL, ‘ 

Through the courtesy of Jailer Cameron 
your representative was allowed to inspect 
the coll of the man against whom the crown 
bas forged such a chain of circumstantial 
evidence, Tho interior of the jail wearsa 
primitive aspect, The corridor, if such it 
may be called, is circular in form and ex- 
tonds to the roof, which is covered by a sky- 
light. On the ground flat are located the 
juilor’s office and the passageways leading to 
the yard, The two wards are located in the 
second story, which is reached by o spiral 
iron staircase, and a narrow platform extends 
around the building, Birchall’s cell, or more 
properly speaking cells, are located in the 
wost ward. His day coll isin the northwest 
corner and presentsa tidy appearance, A 
wool carpet covers the floor, while pasted on 
the wall are innumerable illustrations clipped 
from pictorial papers and quite a number of 

crayon sketches, the work of the prisoover. . 

Both pictures and skotchos are unmistak- 
ably “horsey” and give ao insight to the 
character of Birchall’s tastes, The white- 
faced brick work of the wall Itself has in 
some instances been utilized ascanvas by the 
prisoner to display bis artistic ability, 

Sketches of a hunter Inthe saddle and of 

steoplochasers taking 4 stiff hurdle are

THE GENERAL CONFERENCE. 


Degrees from Inferior Universities Not to 
Be Recognized. 

| MonrTrea, Sept. 19.—The committees of 
the Methodist General Conference met this 
morning. In the Educational Committee 
considerable discussion took place on a pro 
posal from the management of Alma Cok 
lege, St. Thomas, Ont., a king permission te 
provide a scheme for the raising of $40,000 to 
clear off 4 pressing debt. The committe. 
came to the conclusion that the time was not 
opportune for such a scheme, and refused 
permission mainly on the ground that Almo 
ought to attend to her debt as the Hamilton 
Ladies’ College and Whitby Collego had 
done, It was also resolved by this commit 
teo toreport to conference the urgent ne ee 
sity of not recognizing degrees obtained af 
infertor universities, Rev. Dr. Shaw, second- 
ed by Rey, Dr. Williams,solved the problem by 
moving that ministers obtaining degrees 
from foreign institutions should submit the 
same to the examining boards of their an- 
nual conferences, 

The Discipline Committee intend to re- 
commond that for the future counsel should 
be excluded from all trials in church courts, 

The Committee on Temperance decidod 
that the delegation to Ottawa on probibi 
tion legislation should protest against the 
system of permits in the Northwest Terri- 
tories, They also recommend the dis 
tribution of circulars or tracts setting forth 
the necessity for total abstinence. 

In the afternoon the report from the to 
bacco committee was brought up, and after 
much discussion a very mild recommenda- 
tion was adopted, urging abstinence on the 
part of Methodists, A resolution was passed 
recommending the legislatures to prevent the

The universe is nothing, 
King—Eternal, Omnipotent—He asks no 
counsel from the throues of heaven, He 
takes not the archangel into his cabinet. He 
wants none to draw His chariots, for they 
are tho winds. None to load his batteries, 
for they are the lightnings, None to “lb the 
sandals of his feet, for they are the clouds, 
Mighty to save, Our enemies may be strong, 
our sorrow violent. Our sins may be great. 
But quicker than an eagle ever hurled from 
the crags a hawk orraven will the Lord strike 
back our sinsand our ‘temptations. if they 
assault us when we are once seated on the 
eternal rock of bis salvation. What a blessed 
thing it isto be defended by the strong wing 
of the Almighty! Stronger than the peli- 
can's wing, stronger then the albatross’s 
wing, stronger thau the condor’s wing, are 
the wings of the Almighty.

More beau- 
tiful than any flower I ever eaw are the hues 
of a bird's plumage.

By these 
mothods everything studied becomes a liv. 
ing and, ny it wore, visible reality to the 
studont, and the stimulation of the imagina- 
tion fixes the knowledge, increases the ca- 
pability of receiving and adapting, and in 
so doing enlarges the possibility of future 
knowledge in the race. No ono thing in this 
world can go forward without taking another 
along with it, till all things are working 
togethor, There have been, then, tremend- 
ous strides forward in this century, many of 
which must be considered tho result of the 
work of the contary that went before it, 
There ought, therefore, to be some wondrous 
advance io the twentieth century, as a re- | 
sult of the application of thought to the work

If LOOKS BAD FOR KUNZE, 


A Detroit Soclety Young Man in Jail at 
Windsor 

Detnorr, Sept. 21.—Henry Kunze, book 
koopor for Peltier & Belanger, insurance 
mon at OF Griswold-stroot, and socloty ro- 
portor for Tho Evontog Journal, is in serious 
trouble, He was arrostod in Windsor last 
night, clirged with the abduction of a girl 
named F) ra Boors, of that place. Kunze is 
&2 years old and Livos with bis mother, a 
widow, at 176 Champlain-atreot, Dotroit, 

Inquiry into the clroeumstances which led 
to Kunze's arrost shows that ho bas been 
paying marked attentions to Miss Boors for 
some time past, and that recently he hada 
Aisagroomont with her family, Last Friday 
the girl disappeared and her uncle, Frederick 
Wickham, found that she wasliving at 23 
Howard-stroot, Detroit. Sho was entroated 
to return home, but her aunt, Miss Wick- 
ham, assorts that Kunze refused to allow her 
to leave the house, 

Mr. Wickham formérly resided in Dotrolt 
and is au intimate friend of Dr, Mulheron 
A few days ago ho oplisted tho doctor's sor- 
vices in an effort to Induce Mixs Beers to re- 
turn to Windsor, Last night Kuno was 
decoyed across the river aud as he stepped 
off the boat was arrestéd and locked up. Mr. 
Wickham then hurried to Detroit and calling 
upon Dr, Mulheron urged bim to accompany 
him to 23 Howard-street with the hopes that 
by their combined efforts his nieco might bo 
induced to return with bim to Windsor, Dr, 
Mulheron was unable to go with Mr, Wiok- 
ham at the timo, but agreed to imeoct him at 
the Howard-street residence at 9 o'clock. Mr, 
Wickham entered the house before Dr, Mul- 
heron arrived and the girl cluded him by 
jumping out of a window, : 

"I have been using my best efforts,” said 
Dr. Mulheron last night, “to have this matter 
settlod without a scandal attaching to the 
girl’s name. She belongs to asplondid family, 
and I dislike to see them dragged into news- 
paper notoriety.” 

Ata late hour last night no trace of Miss 
Beers had been secured by hor relatives. The 
woman with whom she lived, at 23 Howard- 
street, disclaims any knowledge of her 
whereabouts. 

Areporter visited Kunze in the Windsor 
jail last night, 

“The girl is 21 years old,” he said, ‘and I 
intended to marry her the 27th of this 
month.” 

Kunze {s a tall, effeminate looking man, 
and seemed greatly moved over the predica- 
ment in which be finds himself, 

“Did you induce Miss Beers to go to De- 
troit?” he was asked. 

No," he answered, “she camo over thero 
of her own free will.” 

In denial of Kunze’s version of the affair, 
Miss Wickham asserts that her niece is only 
20 years old, which, in Canada, is under age. 
She says that had Kunze desired to marry 
the girl he could have done so at their home 
in Windsor, | 

Miss Beers isan orphan and is connected 
with one of the best families of Windsor, 
who provided her with all the comforts of a 
good home, Persons acquainted with her 
surroundings declare that she had no excuse 
for leaving. Sho isof attractiveappearance, 
amiable disposition, and is aclass leader in 
St, Andrew's Church, She is just recovering 
from an attack of brain fever, 

Miss Beers left home last Friday night, and 
it is evident from the manner of her leaving 
and the clothes she wore tabsbe intended to 
be absent but a short time, Miss Wickham 
says that on hor visit to 23 Howard-street 
Kunze said he would shoot her if she tried to 
take Miss Beersaway, The affair will cause 
considerable excitement in Windsor when 
the facts are made public, The girl's folks 
say they will not settle the case under any 
consideration whatever, and the penalty for 
abduction in Canada is fifteen years in 
prison, 


A VERY MODEST DEAL. 


Broker Dewey of Detroit Buys a Lot of 
Land 600 Feet Under Water. 
Detroit, Sept. 20.—Harry J. Dewey, a 
real estate broker of this city, recently trad- 
ed $18,000 in mining stock with James Hatch 
of Philadelphia for 6500 acres of land in the 
northern peninsula of Michigan. Without 
looking up his property, Dewey disposed of 
the entire block to different parties, and a 
few days since, on a deed being sent to Sault 
Ste.

A BLOODY BATTLE IN VIRGINIA. 


Wronged Italians Attack o Shoriff’s Posse 
~—Several Persons Killed. 


Louisa, Ky., Sept. 20.—On Twelve Pole 
Creek near Wayne C, H., Va., Friday, 
terrible fight occurred between a sheriff's 
posse and a gang of Italian railroad laborers 
Several Italians were killed and a number 
wounded. Some weeks ago a contractor on 
the Norfolk Western named 
Keough went away leaving numerous credi- 
tors, among the number being the Italians. 
A new contractor took possession of the 
abandoned works and put a number of labor- 
ers to work ina cut formerly worked by the 
Italians, The Italians refused to allow any- 
one to work in the cut until they 
had received their pay, and proceeded to ous 
the new Iaborers. Three times the new 
laborers were run out by the Italians, who 
used stones, clubs, knives and pistols. The 
contractor then dpplied to the court for pro 
tection and was, furnished a posse of a dozen 
men, headed by the sheriff of Wayne county. 

On Friday the sheriff attempted to arrest 
the Italians, who flercely resisted and a com- 
bat resulted with forty or more Italians on 
one side, armed with stones, knives and re 
volvers, and the sheriffs men on the other. 
The Italians fought from bebind trees and 
rocks, Firing became general and lasted 
some minutes, When the smoke had cleared 
away several Italians were found in the last 
throes of death and several more were 
wounded. The sheriff's men escaped with 
a few severe bruises. About twenty Italians 
were arrested and jailed. The remainder 
escaped. 


SURREPTITIOUS WHISKY. 


Sing Sing Prison Convicts Manage to Get 
Glorivusly Drunk. 

Srve Srna, Sept. 20.—Yesterday a number 
of the prisoners in Sing Sing prison were em- 
ployed in unloading a carload of rags in the 
prison yard. Under the rags they discovered 
a small cask, filled with whisky, and, after 
stowing itaway in a corner of the car, pro- 
ceeded with their work and said nothing. 
Soon the convicts in a quiet way began 
belp themselves to the contents of the cask. 
To the surprise of the guards the men became 


the cask, bunghole open. The convicts bad 
had ao glorious time while it lasted. They 
were immediately sent to their cells. Michael 
Brown, serving a 10-years’ term for burglary, 
was helplossly drunk, and had to be carried 
to his cell, What remained of the whisky 
was dumped into the Hudson.

He did not forget, too, 
to warn the jury that ubtil all the evi 
dence was in they must set aside all feelings 
or opinions they may have formed by reading 
the news rh rat accounts of the crime, “ for,” 
etre Mr, Osler with emphasis, ‘‘ wo 
must consider him an innocent man until he 
is proven guilty,” Mr. Osler, during his 
speech, read the letter which Birchall wrote 
to Col, Benwell three days after he and Ben- 
well left Buffalo together to go to Birchall’s 
imaginary farm near Woodstock. Benwell, 
the crown claims, was murdered on Feb, 17 
and this letter was written two or three gave 
later. It does not boar a date, but on the 
envelope is the postoffice stamp of Niagara 
Falls, Ont,, of the date Feb, S, 1800. This 
is the first time this letter has seen the light 
of day, although it bas been in the possession 
of the crown for five months, so closely have 
its contents been guarded, The lawyers for 
the defence did not obtain a copy of it until 
last night, The reading of the letter created 
a sensation, The crown considers it one of 
its strongest links against the prisonor. It is 
4 marvel of construction and ingenuity. 
Across the corner of the first page of the let- 
ter are the words, in violet ink, made by a rub- 
ber stamp: “ Birchall & Benwell” (the name 
of the alleged new frm). The onvolope has 
a two-cont and a three-cent Canadian stam 
attached, while on the inside were enclose 
two stamps of similar denomination, The 
letter reads: 


The Tell-tale Letter, 


Please address Messrs, Birchall & Benwell, 
P.O, Box 313, 
Niagara Falls, Ontario, Canada. 

My Dean Sin: We arrived safely here after . 
very pleasant journey, the sea being rather 
rough than otherwise, Wo came up by sleeping 
car from New York and had a very pleasant trip 
indeed. Your son has inspected all my books 
and all my business arrangements and I in 
troduced him to people who know me well, He 
miggested taking other advice, so I of course was 
yar ‘ectly willing, and he consulted a barrister in 

Andon, Ontario, concerning the business with 
eaisfactory results; and he has decided to joip 
me, a8 he has found all that he wished to be sat 
isfactory, I think we shall makea very goc 
business together. The books show a very good 
profit for last year, I think the best way is to 
place the money in our joint names inthe bank 
to the credit of our reserve fund. We shall take 
the additional plece of land that I mentioned t* 
you: as we shall now require it for produce, The 

st way to send money out is by banker's draft,

Ot 
the left side, too, were found about 40 ‘grainy 
of powder imbedded in the ear and side o 
the fece, The hair above the wound wa 
singed, 
wat. Oslor placed the biped worn by 
Benwellon a constable and turned up the 
collar, exposing the bullet hole in the cloth, 
Witness said one of the wounds In the heat 
corresponded in position to the spot whict 
the hole in the ocoat-collar reached in 
tho constable’s head, The bruises on Ben 
well’s body were caused either immediately 
before or within two hours after death, and 
might have been produced by a fall, a pinch 
orablow. A body standing upright and 
falling upon an uneven surface would bé 
likely to produce tho marks, Dr, Taylor 
described the courss of the bullets. One 
took a course upward and forward along th 
right side of the brain and dropped dowr 
alongside the skull in front, Tho second bul, 
lot journeyed upward and forward, passing 
through the Cone pee of tho brain and 
lodging to tho loft of the centre of it, (The 
constable's head was utilized for the purpose 
of illustration.) The lower bullet, which 
yassod through the medella, must bave beer 
instantaneously fatal, but olthor was sulll 
clont to cause death.

The detective related the clir- 
curnstances leading to Birchall’s arrest, Be- 
coming suspicious Sunday he placed prisoner 
under surveillance and subsequently arrest- 
ed him in bed at Baldwin's boarding-house, 
finding fo his possession the gold pencil cass 
produced engraved ‘Conny, Sept. 15, 1889, u 
receipts for 1 trunk and 1 box, dated Feb, 
4, 1500; a gold pen and a number of letters; 
also tho keys produced which afterwards 
wore found to fit Benwell’s baggage When 
the effects found on the prisoner were placed 
on the table at the boarding bouse prisoner 
reached out his hand to lift thom up, but 
witness remarked, “I will take charge of 
those.”? : 

To Mr, Blackstock witness stated that he 
cautioned prisoner from saying anything, as 
it might be used as evidence against him. 
This was after Detective Murray had seen 
him. Witness believed that Mr, Murray also 
cautioned prisoner against talking. Mr, 
Blackstock read the evidence of Detective 
money given at the coroner's inquest, in 
which he admitted that he had persistently 
eudeavored to secure a statement from 
Birchall and asked: “You would not have 
acted in the way Murray did, Mr. Young?” , 
and Was rather non-plussed by the reply, ‘I | 
rathor think T would.” :

the shreded rubbar, then fill it three-fourth 
full of pure beazing, Tho rubber will per- 
ceptibly swell in a moment if (be Lenzine i. a 
good article, If frequently shaken, the con 
tonts of the bottle in a fow diye will be likes 
syrup, Should there be cods «fu dissolvec 
rubber through it, add moro Venzinu; if it b 
thin and watery more rubber is peated. The 
unvulcanized rubber is sometimes obtainabls 
at tho dragzints, A piut of cement may b 
made from a piece of solid native rubber tha

PRATURES OF THE DAY. 


Somo of the Visitors to the Court Room— 
Some Sympathe Soonos, 

Among the early arrivals at the cour 
room woro Dr IncMahon, M.L.A “al 
North Wentworth, and brother of tho pro+ 
sidin judge. Tho doctor reached town ad 
Woon this morning, coming from thd 

Mrs. Blackstock arrived from Toronto at 
an early hour and was present all through 
tho long #soasion of the court. 

The addresses occupied five minutes mora 
than 1144 hours fn dalivery: Mr. Blackstock 
spoke for 5 houra and 10 minutes, Mr. Osler 
for 4 hours and 10 minutes, and His Lordship 
for 2hours and 15 minutes. Tho speaking 
lasted from $55 a.m, to 9.55 p.m., with w 
short intermission for lunch. 

All through these long and anxious hours 
the prisoner sat with his eyes riveted on tha 
speakor, as the case happened to be, or on 
the jury. paly his head was visible abova 
the top of the rail of the dock, and 
his face wore an anxious and fright- 
ened look all through tho lengthy ordeal 
For an bour at atime he sat with astatuo-like 
pare of tho head, appearing at intervals os if 
he wero attempting to mesmerize the twelva 
@o0dmenand true. Very few of them, 
Owever, returned Birchall’s anxious stare. 
They sat nervously fo thoir chairs, drank copi_ 
Ous draughts of water handed them by thd 
constables and seemed wrapt in nothing elsd 
b..t the words that fell with moasured pace 
first from Mr, Blackstock, then from Mr. 
Osler, and last’ of all to the stern judicial 
phrases of His Lordship. After tho shades of 
night had gathered over the court room the 
kas was lighted and still the incescato 
recital of the remarkable circumstances 
surrounding tho case went dramatically 
along. Outside in the square thére was a 
dense crowd, and they howled and yelled 
themselves hoarse in revenge for not being 
admitted to the already crowded room. 
Their unseemly disburbances did not in the 
least appear to disturb the judicial serenity of 
Mr. Justice MacMahon at his court, for it 
was while His Lordship was speaking that 
the throng ouside yelled their loudest. 

Occasionally Mrs. Birchall ond her sister 
Mrs. Weat-Jones were in the court room 
during the speech of Mr. Blackstock and 
they sat immediately behind his chair. 
They, however, left the room when 
the gentleman had finished his speech. 
Mrs. Birchall, haggard looking at 
all times gave way to the melting mood 
when Mr. Blackstock feelingly and patheti- 
cally referred to the varland of wifely de- 
votion that invested all her actions towards 
the accused man since his arrest seven 
months ago. he scene in the crowd- 
ed court room during the _ recitak 
by Mr. Blackstock of this touching 
reference to the unfortunate woman, for 
who can say that she is not unfortunate, 
was pathetic in the extreme, Many of thd 
ladies iu the room looked toward the woman 
and her sister with involuntary and proffered 
sympathy, but the poor creature heeded 
them not. Her thoughts were God only 

‘ knows what—probably they were cast in a 
onte happy home in far-off England, per- 
haps in her husband's lonely cell, perhaps tha 
black shadow of the gibbet filled her soul 
with horror and dread. No onein the room 
seomed to more thoroughly appreciate the 
situation than Mr, Blackstock andthe legak 

entlemen who so ably assisted him in thd 
efence, Mr, L. Hellmuth and Mr. G. 8S: McKay, 

No counsel ever went into the task by ox- 
plaining away to a jury the iron chain of 
circumstances with more earnestness, with 
more genuine whole-souled expression in his 
countenance, thai did” thw young advecate 
from the Queen City, 

In strange contrast was the expression on 
the countenance of Mr, Osler, e seemed 
like an old warrior who was about entering 
a battle which he had already won, like 
race horse who looked with contempt on his 
fellow-competitors. But, withal, Mr. Osler 
was not barsh or spiteful in presenting his 
facts and backing them up witb the experi‘ 
ence of an old court campaigner, 

The judge, it was remarked from the out- 
set, while he no doubt spoke to the jury asa 

“teacher would to a class of pupils acted as if 

it was a foregone conclusion and that to him 
the fact was clear that the strong arm of 
the law had _ descended upon _ the 
right person, and thatit was his duty to so 
impress the jury and Canadians ought to 
be extremely thankful that they had no mors 
to do with this terriblo crime than bringing 
the guilty man to justice. 

Farmer Costan Gots a Seat in Court. 


At exactly 3¢ o'clock Mr, Justice Mac- 
Mahon came out upon the stage and took his 
seat upon the “bench.” Tho chairs which 
had been placed so conspicuously to the left 
of that of His “Lordship had been re- 
moved, and the favored ladles who occupied 
these places formerly had to seek seats in tha 
body of the court-room. Therefore the 
court had the whole stage to itself, with no 
one else toshare the Mmelight, if there had 
been such an adjunct to this theatrically-set 
scone, 

His Lordship, turning to Mr, Blackstock! 
said: “Any evidence/” ‘Yes, my Lord,” 
was the reply, ‘John McMaster.” 

A Canadian Pacific felegraph messenger 
boy stepped into the witness box and testi- 
fled that he delivered the telegram from the 
Stafford House, Buffalo, to Birchall, saying 
thore was a letter and telegram for prisoner, 
to Mr, O'Neill, clerk of Bamfileld's Tooperial 
Hotel, : 

Mr. Blackstock said that since Saturday 1 
new witness had appeared on the scene, Ho 
read an affidavit by Mr. Hellmuth to the 
effect that James Costan, a farmer living ‘9 
a mile from Princeton, could give somo ovi- 
dence in the case. His Lordship said he 
might be called and he was sworn, Costan 
was a farmer near Princeton, He recollected 
the circumstance of the body being found in 
tho swamp, On Tuesday evening of that 
week a young man, apparently about 35, a 
stranger and well dressed, called at his house 
aud asked to remain over night, He said ho 
came from Brantford and wanted to f° to 
Woodstock. Witness told him ho could pot | 
stay. Prisoner said ho had applied 
at many of the houses along thu 
rond and they refused to accommo 
date him. He also asked if there were 
any woods near, He afterwards saw the 
body of the man found in the swamp, but 
he did not bear any resemblance to the mau

John Williams, barrister, of the firm of 
Clute & Williams, was cilled to testify 
that they had been dmiployed as counsel 
ina suit for breach of promise, and that he it 
had occ asionfto send Hall the following 
letier ; f 

Miss Sophia Jane Shaw informs «1s 
that although youare engaged to marry 
her early in September you have discon 
tinued your visits to her and and are now 
keeping company with another lady. This 
of course is @ very serious matter both for 
you and for her. We trust that you will 
see the advisibility ot carrying out your 
engagement and if youdo not resume yout 
carry out your enpage 
ment we shall be conpelled to take steps 
against you which we are loth to do as 
Miss Shaw is perfectly willing to carry out 
her part of the engagement. Of 
if you do not marry her without legal pro 
cess being issued it will be so much the 
worse for you as no doubt there will be 
damages, ordered against you by the court 
as well as the costs incurred in proceed 
ings of this kind, She is anxious to ayoid 
litigation and only wishes you to carry 
out your contract which to all honor and 
justice you should be willing to do, Please 
let us hear from you in the course of a 
week,” 

No answer was received to this “very 
legal’ letter and when Mr, Williams met 
Hull on the street a few days after he de- 
nied ever having promised to marry Miss 
Shaw.

Lynn Jones was next called. Be lived 
in vicinity of iss Shaw, who did not bear 
avery good reputation for truthfulness. 

Cross-examined before Mr Clute— What 
did she say about you? 

Witness —Nothing about myself in per- 
son gbut when my daughter and Miss 
Lt hompson Were appointed to preside over 
the Organ in the church she said it was a 
wonder that the minister did not appoint 
decent girls to positions in the church. 
Her general reputation isbad. I could 
name half a dozen such facts which shows 
the same character of the woman. 

James Pittman did not give Miss Shaw 
any be ter reputation when putin the box. 

i.e said he had lived witain halfa mile of 
her for fifteen yearsand that her reputa- 
tion was very shady. Hehad heard that 
Miss Shawghad said his daughter had 
been away in the woods half of the night 
with a young man. 

Hart Hicks spoke in about the 
terms as the previous witnesses 
defence, He had lived within seventy 
feet of her house for fifteen years and 
during that time her reputation was very 
bad in the neighborhood.
